LONDON, Jan. 5.—The publicans, soldiers, 
and parsons of Tory Winchester have given 
home rule a black eye. It seemed from the first 
to moderate people that it was an error to count 
on gains in such a purely clerical borough, 
peculiarly so since the whole Baring family 
would have been personally compromised by a 
defeat, and since the Tory candidate was the 
local agent of all the brewers in the vicinity. As 
itis, the Liberals showa gain of only 66 votes 
over 1886, while the Tories improved their vote 
by 245 on the largest vote evercast in the 
borough, To-morrow will bring the reverbera- 
tions of tremendous Tory shouting all through 
the country over the unexpected victory. 

It seems likely now that the progress of Mr. 
T. D. Sullivan and Mr. William O’Brien through 
England on their way to the opening of Parlia- 
ment after their release from Tullamore Jail 
will be the occasion for a somewhat stirring 
series of demonstrations. The Gladstonians are 
projecting receptions at every station from 
Holyhead, culminating in a mass meeting and 
huge procession in London. It is probable that 
they will excite counter-demonstrations, and it 
will certainly give an enlivening vigor to the 
spirit of the first few days’ proceedings in the 
House of Commons. 

Winter, after opening with heavy falls of snow 
and severe cold, has all at once shifted into mild 
Spring weather, with dense fogs far inland, 
both here and on the Continent, and what 
threatens to be a regular thaw. Theice has so 
melted in Holiand that the international skating 
tournament has been indefinitely postponed. 

Late details of the Chinese fioods make the 
story one of the most terrible in history. What 
was a beautiful, populous district of 10,000 
square miles is now a rolling sea. At least 
3,000.009 people are homeless and absolutely 
destitute of the barest necessities of life, while 
it is thought that the loss of life will reach 
750,000. Everything in the way of figures is as 
yet, however, pure speculation, with the 
chances of a total mortality far greater than the 
present estimate. Court and business circles in 
Pekin, Canton, and other centres are doing all 
in human power to cope with the disaster. 

Robert Buchanan’s new play, ‘ Partners,” 
Was produced at the Haymarket Theatre to- 
night in the presence of one of the most brill- 
jant audiences of the seasou. In an author's 
note on the programme it was stated that the 
character of Dorgfeldt was partly founded on 
that of Rislerin ‘‘Fromont Jeune,” by Daudet, 
but that the leading situations and most of the 
dramatis personw were radically different. If 
by this Buchanan means that the names of the 
characters being changed and the wife white- 
washed makes the play radically different, it is 
60; but in fact it isin the main identical, and 
the resemblance to Daudet’s play is complete. 
It can be considered but an adaptation from the 
French author. The one string which is played 
upon is teo fine to sustain the tension put 
upon it by the adapter, and what is 
considered the great scene of the 
play is lengthened by one-third more than 
Was necessary or advisable. In ita English 
shape the play isthe old story of a confiding 
husband and a wife weak to the verge of guilt, 
except that the man who tempts her to dishonor 
her husband is his trusted partner. The usual 
misunderstandings produce a separation, which 
of course terminates as soon as one word of ex- 
platiation is given. The play has some strong 
situations and many anti-climaxes, and is far 
from from faultless in construction. It was 
respectfully listened to on account of the superb 
acting of Beerbohm Tree, who saved it from an 
early doom, although at the fallof the curtain 
hisses and applause were pretty fairly divided. 
If the piece ever succeeds it will require a great 
fleal of compression and many alterations. 


THE IRISH RENT CAMPAIGN. 


DuBLIN, Jan. 5.—At National League 
meetings throughout Ireland the reductions of 
judicial rents announced by the Land Commis- 
sion have been declared insufficient. The 
Mitchellstown Board of Guardians, Mr. Mande- 
ville presiding, has adopted a resolution declar- 


ing thatithasno confidence ingthe Land Com- 
mission. The vote reflects the ‘pinion of other 
boards. 

Trouble has been caused at Kildysart, County 
Clare, over a refusal of the turf dealers to fur- 
nish the police with supplies. The police on 
being refused forcibly seized what they needed. 
The members of the National League took part 
with the dealers in resisting the poliee, and there 
was a lively scrimmage, which resulted in a 
victory for the ‘police and the capture of the 
turf dealers.

forgeries.

AN AMERICAN SHIP LOST, 


THE ALFRED D. SNOW WRECKED—ALL 
ON BOARD DROWNED. 
LONDON, Jan. 5.—It is now known that 
the wreck near Waterford was the American 
ship Alfred D. Snow, Capt. Willey, which left 
San Francisco Aug. 31 for Liverpool. The ship 
was lost in MHerrylock Bay, off Arthurs- 


town, at the entranee to Waterford Harbor. 
The bodies of the Captain and one of the crew 
have been recovered. There is no doubt that 
every member of the crew perished. The ship’s 
paper’s have also been recovered. 

The projected national celebrations on the 
occasion of the silver wedding of the Prince

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 5.—The vessel 
lost with all on board off Waterford, Ireland, 
was the Alfred D. Snow, bound from this port to 
Liverpool, loaded with wheat by the man- 
agers of the late Nevada Bank wheat deal. 
She was commanded by Capt. W. J. Willey, 
and carried a crew of 28 men. Mrs. Willey 
wasalso on board. The Snow was a Maine-built 
ship of 1,987 tons, and was considered one of 
the best specimens of American ship-building 
afloat, From the time of launching she 
has been employed extensively in Cali- 
fornia trade, carrying wheat from this 
port and _ bringing back cargoes from 
either English ports or frem New-York. 
She had left this port on Aug. 31, under com- 
mand of Capt. W. J. Willey for the 
United Kingdom, Her cargo, which was 
cleared by William Dresbach, consisted. of 
63,602 centals of wheat, valued $95,403, 
The vessel was owned by a New-York firm 
and the insurance on her, if there was any, was 
placed im that city. The cargo, as was the prac- 
tice of Mr. Dresbach, was insured in the Marine 
office in this city. The vessel was wrecked at 
Duncannon, on the Wexford coast, in the harbor 
of Waterford.

CASTIER BALDWIN DEAD. 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 5.—Mr. Ammi Baldwin, 
late Cashier of the Fidelity National Bank, died 
suddenly at 3 o’clock this morning at his resi- 
dence on Walnut Hills. Mr. Baldwin was in- 
dicted with the other officers of the Fidelity 
Bank, but for some reason his pond was placed 
at $10,000, and he was able to secure bonds- 
men, and has not been in jail. He died from the 
effects of a stroke of \paralysis. A year ago he 
had aslight attack and was obliged to takea 
rest for some time. On Tuesday night he re- 
tired in his usual health, but yesterday morning 
hisfamily found him lying unconscious. All 
efforts to rouse him failed. His physicians pro- 
nounced it a case of paralysis. He never re- 
gained consciousness. Mr. Baldwin was 58 
years old.

SIX RAILROAD MEN KILLED. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 5.—Intelligence was re- 
ceived in the city to-day of a disastrous railway 
accident on the Canadian Pacific Railway, a few 
miles west of White River.

A BIG MONOPOLY BEATEN 


THE BARBED WIRE FENCE 
PATENT AGAIN IN COURT. 
UNANSWERABLE EVIDENCE THAT BARBED 
WIRE WAS USED FOR FENCES YEARS 

BEFORE THE GLIDDEN PATENT. 


DuBvuaQukE, Iowa, Jan. 5.—The great barbed 
wire fence monopoly has fought its hardest bat- 
tle. The patent of Joseph T. Glidden, No. 
157,124, issued Nov. 24, 1874, has hitherto 
been sustained in all legal contests, and the 
Washburn & Moen Company has been enabled, 
through the aid of the courts, to rule with an 
iron hand the production of the improved barbed 
wire in the country. All manufacturers have 
been paying an immense royalty, and the farm- 
ing community of the West has suftered greatly 
in consequence, <As is generally known, the 
claim in the Glidden patent is the formation of 
a barb on the fence, by means of a short 
piece of wire coiled around it, and hav- 
ing sharp points thereon. The novelty 
claimed to exist in the Glidden patent consists 
mainly in this mode of forming the barb. Four 
years ago a company known as the “ Beat’Em 
All Barbed Wire Company,’ now located 
at Cedar Falis, Iowa, began the manu- 
facture of barbed wire in a  smail 
way, and its greatest output has not 


exceeded one carloada day. Followingits usual 
custom, the Washburn-Moen company tiled a bill 
forinfringement of patent against the Cedar 
Fallsg company in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of Iowa, asking 
for the usual writ of injunction, 

The Cedar Falls company maintained that as 
early as 1859 one Alvin Morley of Delaware 
County. Iowa, had mounted a wire fence with 
a barb formed substantially in the same manner 
as described in the Glidden letters patent; that 
@ panel of this fence was exhibited at a 
county fair held in Delhi, Delaware County, in 
1859, and that Moriey constructed within two 
or three years afterward several pieces of fence 
of this description in the neighborhood. 
It is also claimed that between the 
years 1860 and 1873 several other 
fences with barbs of similar construction 
were put up by others in Delaware County. 
With this defense the suit went to trial before 
Judge Shiras Dec. 21. The evidence was all 
taken by deposition, and covered about 10,000 
type-written pages. 

The first evidence introduced gave a history 
of Morley, who was an eccentric old bachelor. 
In Pennsylvania, where he had lived before 
coming to f[owa, he had been incarcerated in an 
insane asylum, and he died in a similar in- 
stitution in 1867. Then followed testi- 
mony showin that Morley had invented 
and exhibite at the Delaware County 
Fair in Delhi, in 1859, a barbed wire 
fence. There was some doubt as to the exact 
date of the fair, but the weight of evidence fixed 
it as 1859, 15 years before the date of the Glid- 
den patent. Some of the testimony as to 
the exhibitien of the fence at this 
fair was curious. A man who was a 
deputy Sheriff of Delaware Connty in 1859 
swore that upon the evening of the first day of 
the fair Morley had come to his office with a 
sample of a wire fence which he asked the 
witness about the advisability of  ex- 
hibiting. A panel of a barbed wire fence 
was shown upon the fair grounds the 
following day, and the witness had no 
doubt thatit was the same as was brought by 
Morley to his office. A Mr. Robinson, who was 
a deputy Marshal at the fair in question, swore 
that he rode a fine horse on the grounds. He 
was called away to another part of the grounds, 
and dismounting, tied his horse to a panel 
of a fence. On returning to his horse he 
noticed that its nose was bloody, and further 
that there was blood on its chest. He then no- 
ticed that the fence to which the animal had 
been tied was a wire fence, containing barbs 
with sharp points, and that these had caused 
the cuts on the horse. * 

Another witness, was @ man apout40O years 
old, who testified that at the time of this fair he 
was about 9 years old and was at the 
fair. He was in close proximity to the 
fence erected by Morley for exhibition, and 
in scuffing with a number of other boys 
was thrown against the fence. The result was 
that he was severely cut about the face. The 
sears he bears to this day, and the notary taking 
the testimony made a minute of their existence. 

Another witness whose testimony is of the 
greatest importance, was atthe time a black- 
smith, and he assisted in putting the barbs on 
the wire of the fence. He also testified that he 
the machine at Morley’s re- 
quest which was used in affixing the 
barbs. He explained the device, and during 
his examination the notary adjourned in order 
te allow him to duplicate the contrivance he 
used at that time. Going to a blacksmith’s 
forge hein a short time produced the simple 
kind of a contrivance for winding the barbs 
about the fence wire, and one which did the 
work in the presence of Judge Shiras. This man 
had also helped Morley to erect the section of 
tence exhibited at the fair. 

Another very important witness for the Cedar 
Falls company was a man named Potter. He 
testified that he was present at the fair, and be- 
coming interested in Morley’s invention held 
quite a conversation with the inventor about the 
merits of the fence. Morley gave him a piece of 
the fence wire, which he took home with 
him and hung behind his kitchen stove. 
A year later he took it down and 
threw it into an old trunk in which he had al- 
ways stored curiosities and trinkets. It had re- 
mained in that trunk until the beginning of this 
controversy. He produced the identical piece of 
wire, and identified it as that given him by Mor- 
ley at the time mentiened. This rusty bit of 
wire, which is mere precious than a 
hundred times its weight in gold, 
was introduced in evidence and is an exhibit in 
the case. Itis not more than a foot in length, 
but it contains two barb wires. The spur wires 
are cut off obliquely, as are the improved barbs 
ofthe present day. They are wound twice around 
the main strand, with the points projecting in 
opposite directions. Laying aside the rude 
workmasship, the piece exhibited shows as per- 
fecta bard upon afence wire as any that are 
manufactured to-day, though Morley used no 
retaining or binding wire, on which device there 
is no existing patent. 

Following this evidence came the depositions 
of 180 men, who swore that barbed wire fences 
had been erected in Delaware County long 
betore the Glidden patent was issued. The evi- 
dence offered by the Washburn & Meen Com- 
pany was largely negative. A large num- 
ber of men swore that they were at 
the fair, but did not see any barbed 
wire fence, and thought they would have seen it 
had there been such an exhibit. A newspaper 
published in Delhi in 1859 was introduced in 
evidence, and attention was called to the fact 
that in its report of the fair no mention was 
made of abarbed wire fence exhibit. A son of 
Potter swore that he was familiar with the con- 
tents of his father’s curiosity trunk, and: there 
was no piece of barbed wire in it. The big 
inonopoly sought to strengthen its case by try- 
ing toshow thata man who was probably in- 
sane could not have invented a barbed wire. 
In proof of Moriey’s insanity it showed 
that in 1866, seven years’ after the 
Delhi fair, he patented a device which 
he called a ‘traveling cow pen.” This 
was @ triangular fence resting upon three 
wheels, oneineach angle. Two of the wheels 
were placed to move on parallel lines. Tne 
third was at an angle to the other two and was 
a ‘steering wheel,’ so that the whole could 
be pushed about in a circle of a given 
diameter. Morley’s idea was that a cow 
could be placed within this triangular fence, and 
in feeding she would push her, pen along with 
her, and would travelin a circle, and thus be 
prevented from strolling away over the 
prairies. The idea was a hare-brained, ridic- 
ulous one, as far as practical utility was 
concerned, yet it was correct, and the 
contrivance would act exactly as claimed, and 
in it Morley exhibited a knowledge of mechanics. 
The introduction of this piece of evidence was 
really an aid to the defendants, for in the specifi- 
cations of this patent a ‘ wire fence” is named, 
showing that he was cognizant of the fact that 
wire could be used and was used at that time for 
fencing purposes, 

Judge Shiras this morning rendered his decis- 
fon in the case. He finds that Alvin Morley 
manufactured barbed wire of the pattern cov- 
ered by the Glidden patents, controlled 
by the Washburn & Mven Company, 
and exhibited the same at a fair 
held at Delhi, Delaware County, Towa, 
in 1859. The decision nullifies the Glidden 
patent, and dismisses the plaintiff's bill. The 
monopoly falls through and manufacturers will 
cease paying royaity. The case will be appealed 
to the United States Supreme Court. The ground 
of nullification was want of novelty. 
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THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.--The Republican State 
Committee decided this afternoon that the next 
State Convention shall be held at Harrisburg on 
Wednesday, April 25, at 11 o’clock in the morning.

THK OHIO BOLTERS. 


THEY JUSTIFY THEMSELVES BY CHARG- 
, ING CONSPIRACY. 

CotumBus, Ohio, Jan. 5.—The eight Sen- 
aters that bolted the caucus nominations made 
last Saturday night have issued a lengthy ad- 
dress, in which they defend their course in 
smashing the caucus slate by combining with 
their political opponents. The charges of cen- 
spiracy and fraud are made direct. Following 
is a very full synopsis: 

A decent respect for the opinion of the people 
requires that the Senators who dissented from 
the vote of the caucus should give their reasons 
for such dissent, and for their subsequent 
action, and this is required because misap- 
eprehension and want of understanding of the 
facts which impelled the dissenting Senators to 
to take the course they did exists. The Sen- 
ators dissenting acted in this matter not 
in their individual interest, butin the interest 


of fair play and common honesty in politics, 
knowing that should the precedent be estab- 
lished which the acquiescence in the action of 
the combining Senators would lay down it 
would be the source of great and intolerable 
evils in the future. The charges made in cer- 
tain quarters that the dissenting Senators en- 
aeavored to make a combination is emphatically 
denied. Attention is cailed to the fact that Sen- 
ator Townsend addressed the caucus, stating 
what was understood to be the coalition, de- 
scribing it in detail, and saying that it seemed 
incredibie that 13 Senators could be found who 
would form a conspiracy against a fair selection 
in the caucus, and that he would not believe it 
until it was manifested by the work of the s80- 
called combination, but if such a conspiracy did 
really exist the selection of officers by the cau- 
cus for the Senate would manifest that conspir- 


acy. 

The address charges that on the 26th of No- 
vermmber there was a meeting in the Lincoln 
Club rooms, Cincinnati, in which Senators Cole, 
Rathbone, and Massie and the Hamilton Couaty 
Senators met and took into consideration the 
means by which they might control the selection 
of the President pro tem. and other officers of 
the Senate, aud that subsequently Sen- 
ator Taylor of Cleveland went to Cin- 
cinnati and talked the matter over with 
the Senators there of the election of 
Richardson as President pro tem. of the Senate. 
At this meeting it was understood that the Cin- 
cinnati Senators would give four votes to each 
of the following Senators to elect their candi- 
dates, for one vote from each of the Senators to 
elect Richardson President pro tem.: Four votes 
to Massie, four to Cole, and four to Rathbone. 
The Cleveland Senators were to get four votes 
for their candidate for Sergeant-at-Arms for two 
votes for Richardson. 

Morrison of Cleveland was not present at Cin- 
cinnati, but placed all his affairs in the hands of 
Tavlor, who acted for him. This was a month 
before the caucus. Four days before the caucus 
at Columbus Senator Rannells practically with- 
drew asacandidate for President pro tem., in 
order that his candidate, Hayes, for Chief Clerk 
might have a chance, and then en- 
tered the combination, making 10 conspirators. 
All of the conspirators held sessions night- 
ly, namely, Taylor, Morrison, Rannells, Massie, 
Rathbone, Richardson, Cole,- Brown, and Kerr. 
One Senator notin the combination, but one of 
the dissenters, was invited and entered the 
room at 2in the morning and was asked what 
he would take in the way of a candidate to 
enter the combination. He refused to enter 
into the conspiracy and was given to under- 
stand that if he did not enter he would have no 
show for any candidate. Senators Ford and 
Alexander were taken into the combination on 
being assured that they should be assisted in 
the election of their candidates if they would 
support Richardson. 

Senator Coulter arrived on Saturday afternoon 
before the caucus and was immediately ushered 
into the room of the conspirators. Later in the 
atternoon Senator Ranvells said to a prominent 
Republican, referring to the throwing of Miss 
Kumler overboard: “ I would give $500 if I was 
out of this and at home with my family.” 
To which his friend replied: ‘“ Why 
don’t you get out of it?” On the 
Saturday before the caucus one of the conspira- 
tors asked Senator Cutler if Judge Lowry 
would accept any position except that of Chief 
Clerk. He replied no. The conspirator then 
stated that he had noshow whatever for any 
position. 

The address is signed by Senators Townsend, 
Cutler, Glover, Stull, Carlin, Cowgill, Davis, 
Barrett, and Geyser.

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FEATURES OF THE STRIKE 


THE OOLLIERIES AT WORK 


GROWING FEWER. 
BOTH MINERS AND COAL HANDLERS 
WORKING IN A COMMON CAUSE AND 
CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Jan. 5.—A telegram 
was received at the headquarters of the miners’ 
committee to-night from Albert ©. Stevens of 
Bradstreet’s, and it was deemed so important 
that the committee was consulted before an 
answer was sent. The inquiry and reply fol- 
low: 


NEW-YORK, Jan. 5, 1588. 
Henman Davis, Joint Committee Miners’ Organ- 
ization: 

Will you kindly wire what is the total number of 
Reading coal miners on strike? Also the total of 
Reading Railway ong ops ee who have struck. The 
po sngelanag ror | hefe is thatthe miners promised to 
giveup the per cent. advance on Jan. 1 unless 
Miners’ wages elsewhere had been advanced. Is 
this so? Please telegraph us briefly your position 
in this matter. We desire to publish the facts. 


To this Chairman John H. Davis, with the 
committee’s approval, sent this answer: 


“Twenty-thousand mine workers, 18,000 railroad 
men. The men did not promise by act or by impli- 
cation to giveup the 8 percent.on Jan. 1. Our 

osition is this: The railroad men and miners are 

@ common cause of right and justice.” 


This is the first authoritative declaration from 
this headquarters that the two factions of 
Strikers are united. One other incident to-day, 
however, proves that this is so. The William 
Penn Coal Company on Monday signed the 
agreement to continue paying the 8 per cent. 
advance. Their men have worked ever since 
until noon to-day, when they went out declaring 
that they would no longer cut coal to be handled 
by railroad scabs. Itis said at the headquarters 
thatthe men at the other 20 individual col- 
lieries which continued at work on the same 
basis will not work to-morrow. One of these 


,ecollieries is Glendon, near Mahanoy City, oper- 


ated by J. C. Hayden & Co. This firm, which 
so far as this colliery is concerned has always 
been exceedingly prompt in agreeing to the 
advance, has invariably refused the same 
advance at their Jeansville colliery in the 
Lehigh region. A prominent member of the 


strike committee explains this peculiarity in 
this way: He declares that he has it from a 
Lehigh operator that all the operators in that 
region signed a bond with heavy forfeits, pro- 
portioned to the size of the working each owned, 
to resist the demand for an advance made by 
the men in August last. That bond he says was 
executed in Hazleton and is now in New-York. 
The duration of the agreement he has not 
learned, but he thinks it was for five months, 
and will expire five days hence. In this way be 
also explains the mysterious remark attributed 
to a Lehigh operator last week that ‘the next 
10 days will see some surprising thing in the 
Lehigh. 

Only two Reading Company collieries worked 
to-day. They were the Brookside, which has 
been shipping 200 carsa day, and the Suffoik, 
which averages 150. The Henry Clay, which 
worked yesterday, was compelled to stop to-day 
by the breaking of the main screen shaft and at 
Ricbardson and Treverton the men joined their 
comrades on the strike. 

It was learned to-day that the men have but 
two weeks’ pay due them and this Paymaster 
Janes will begin giving out to-morrow. The 
company paid out in November $800,000. The 
average pay roll foots up $750,000, taking men 
and boyson an average of $30per month. It 
is safe to say that little has been saved out of 
the prosperous four months prior to the strike, 
and the statement of Secretary Cahill thatthe 
men can hold out six months without aid from 
outside is pronounced ridiculous, 

So far as the railroad goes there is nothing do- 
ing and the force is being reduced daily, there 
being no work for the men, The average ship- 
ment from the Ist of April until Christmas was 
168,000 tons per week. When therefore the 
railroad men declared that the trade was going 
all right and the report was received yesterday 
that only 47,000 tons bad been handled, it pro- 
duced the impression that some prevarication 
had been done. 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., Jan. 5.—The North 


Frauklin Colliery, at Trevorton, belonging to the 
Reading Company, ceased work to-day. Ail the 
seven Reading collieries surrounding here are 
now at a standstill. Orders nave been given at 
ali Reading collieries that no coal will be sold 
to any one during the continuance of the 
present strike. The railroad strike remains un- 
changed. Some of the men who have taken the 
places of strikers are leaving their work. Sheriff 
Kramer has been seen with some of the Read- 
ing officials to-day. It is said that 
he had been called upon to guard 
the cempany’s property in this borough. 
Burgess Koch, who was elected as the working- 


. men’s candidate, was indignant, and issued a 


letter denying that he had failed to do his duty. 
He said he was prepared at any moment to 
cover all the railroad property in the borough 
with a big force of men, and he would see that 
life and property were rree from all danger. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.—Much significance 
was to-day attaehed by many people to the sud- 
den change of mind of the President of the 
Reading Railroad Company in not issuing the 
statement to the miners he had promised. Gen- 
eral Manager McLeod, when applied to for the 
statement, said the company had changed its 
mind and would not issue any statement at all. 
Although Mr. MeLeod refused to say what was to 
have been the nature of the statement there was 
no secret of the fact that it was to contain a no- 
tice to the miners that all those who did not re- 
turn to work by next Monday would be dis- 
charged, Thinking such action would be a grave 
mistake on the part of the company, it is said 
that a number of experienced coal men 
finally prevailed on Mr. Corbin to  with- 
hold the statement. These experienced coal 
operators were of the opinion that any attempt 
to import new men to work the mines would 
only result in disaster to the company. A rumor 
was current upon the street that J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who is a leading member of the syndi- 
cate which backed Reading’s reorganization, has 
much weight in the management of Reading 
affairs, was desirous that President Corbin 
should come to some agreement with the strik- 
ing miners. It was thought, too, that the influ- 
ence of the Business Men’s Committee would be 
favorable to arbitration of the question concern- 
ing the question of wages. At the Reading 
office it was positively asserted that negotiations 
for such a purpose were not thought of. 

Bernard Sharkey, Chairman of the Reading 
Convention, and Joseph Cahill,a member of the 
Strikers’ Committee at Pottsville and Secretary 
of the Miners’ Relief Committee, returned to 
this city to-day. Mr. Cahill confirmed the re- 
port that the General Executive Board is to be 
called together to confer with the Strikers’ 
Committee. He said that Secretary Hayes, of 
the General Executive Board, had already 
sent out telegraphic notices to the scattered 
members of the board, and that they were 
expected in Philadelphia by next Monday, 
when they will nold a meeting for the purpose 
of acting on. the request of the strikers’ com- 
mittee that the strike be officially recognized by 
the General Board, and assistance of the order 
summoned to the aid of the strikers. 
Mr. Cahill also said the followimg col- 
liers are all out: Clendower at Heckers- 
ville, Suffolk at Mahanoy, Brookside at 
Schuylkill, Richardson at Heekersville, 
and North Franklin at Treverton. He said the 
road was badly blocked, and on the Mahanoy 
Division passenger engines had to cut loose and 
do shifting to get the main track clear. He de- 
nied the statement that 16 outof 21 collieries 
were going back to work, and said he 
had »%een in session on Wednesday night 
with the committee representing the men 
in those collie He also denied the story 
about the burnihg of two engines and a tank at 
Tamaqua, and said the engineer’s stery was a 
fabrication. Mr. Sharkey said he had come 
down the main line to Broad-street, and 
that between West Falls and _ Pottsville 
business was almost at a atandstill. 
said the coal coming into Ports Richmond now 
was the coal which had been side-tracked at 
Nicetown, where 500 cars had been left last 
week. Meetings of the strikers were held at 
Keystone and Mutual Halls, and the men ex- 
pressed confidence in a speedy settlement of 
the difficulty. 

It was the quietest day of the week at the 
Reading stations in this city. At the Noble and 
Willow-street wharves it was almost like 
a holiday, and the shifters were busy out 
Pennsylvania-avenue moving the side-tracked 
coaland freight and side-tracking empty cars. 
The station at American and Master streets was 
almost deserted, and at Third and Berks streets 
there was a noticeable absence of the bustle 
and confusion. At Port Richmond there was 
little sign of life on the coal wharves. The only 
coal there was in cars. Wharf rats puffed up 
and down the ievel, shifting short coal trains, but 
the bins were entirely clean of coai and .the 
tracks were unusually clear. At Pier 13 about 
25 Italians, who had been wheeling coal, quit 
work by order of the Italian Beneficial Society, 
but there yet remain 18 Italians at work. 

At Superintendent Keim’s office it was report- 
ed that coal wes coming in slowly. but that 
everything was working all right at Elizabeth- 
port, where 500 cars of coal were being unload- 
ead, At Richmond Junction it was reported at 
the company’s oftice that five coal trains had 
come in during theday and the same number had 
gone out. One of the dispatchers said the average 
arrivals were 15 trains, but that there was 
plenty of coal up the main line. Inquiry among 
the coal dealers on  Pennsylvania-avenue 
and North Ninth-street developed the fact 
that many of the yards were almost 
empty, and that none of them had a

supply which would last longer than from four 
days toaweek. They are selling only to their 
best customers, and say that if the strike con- 
tinues coal will be in demand next week at 
$10 50 per ton. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 5,—Chairman Lee’s 
circular to the Knights of America appealing 
for funds to sustain 22,000 locked-out miners 
and denouncing “ the hard-hearted, cruel, and 
tyrannical men who have amassed colossal for- 
tunes from the miners’ toll,” ‘has created con- 
siderable excitement in this city. Committees 
will at once go ahead to solicit money for the 
striking miners.

SHENANDOAH, Penn., Jan. 5.—Amon 
individual colleries that to-day conceded the ad- 
vance was the Thomas Coal Company’s Kehley 
Run Colliery here. This leaves the Reading 
Company alone in the fight in this section, 
and, with only fonr' individual allies 
in the whole lower anthracite coal 
fiela. The only hitch now feared in the 
case of the individual mines is the possible re- 
fusal of the miners to mine coal to be handled 
by non-union railroaders. Such a complication 
is deprecated by public sentiment as unwise in 
any event, but especially so as directed against 
the individual operators, who have po option as 
to the roads for shipment. 
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THE LOCOMOTIVE FIREMEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 5.—The relations of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen to the 
Knights of Labor engaged in the strike against 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany have been definitely explained in a dis- 
patch received in this city from F. S. Sargent, 
Grand Master of the brotherhood, who resides 
at Terre Haute, Ind, The telegram de- 
claring that members of the brotherhood 


should not allow themselves to become involved 
in any Way in the strike vf the Knights of Labor 
was addressed to Jeremiah J. Leahy, who was a 
member of the Executive Committee of the Phil- 
adefphia and Reading Railroad Empleyes’ Con- 
vention before the present strike. Mr. Leahy, 
as # member of the Executive Committee of the 
Reading Employes’ Convention, meved to ae- 
clare the tirst strike off, and after that 
was done refused to join in the sevond 
strike. For this he was shunned by the Knights 
of Labor. He resumed his position as an en- 
gineer and is still at work. In addition to being 
a Knight of Labor Mr. Leahy was also a member 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, and held the position of Master, or 
President, in Lafayette Lodge. Ber- 
nard J. Sharkey, President of the 
Philadelphia ana Reading Railroad Employes’ 
Convention, and one of the men discharged by 
the Reading Company on account of the Port 
Richmond troubie, was Vice-Master of the same 
lodge. On Sunday last the lodge met 
and the friends of Mr. Sharkey = suc- 
ceeded in passing a resolution requesting 
the members not to goto work. In consequence 
of this action a number of them went on strike. 
Master Leahy, whois also one of the five mem- 
bers of the National Executive Committees of the 
Brotherhood, made inquiry of Graod Master 
Sargent as to what position he should take in 
= Matter, and the auswer received was as fol- 
Ows: ' 
TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Jan. 4. 

Jeremiah J. Leahy: 

You will remain Master of Lafayette Lodge until 
you resign and resignation is accepted, or 
charges are brought against you for violating 
the laws of the Brotherhood. No bali- 
dozing on the part of the members belonging 
to the Knights of Labor will be permitted. I 
will reclaim the charter if ag member of the lodge 
is allowed to % the agentininvolving our Brother- 
hood in the strike that we have nothing to do with, 
and members of the Brotherhood will so understand 
it, You will attend to the duties of Master of the 
lodge and guard her interests. F.S. SARGENT. 

Lafayette Lodge has about 220 members. 
There are seven or eigh" other lodges in the city 
that will be affected by the Grand Master’s de- 
cision.

ITHaca, N. Y., Jan. 5.—Judging from the 
fact that Mrs, Cleveland expects to attend the 
next Commencement at Wells College, but a 
short distance from Ithaca, and also from infor- 
mation obtained here, it is likely that President 
Cleveland will, with his wife, be present at the 
twentieth annual Commencement of Cornell 
University, as the Commencements at the two 
colleges occur at nearly the same time, 
and it is expected that the President 
will accompany his wife to Wells and 
then visit Cornell. The invitation,’ which 


ex-Gov. Cernell, in behalf of the university, has 
delivered to the President and Mrs. Cleveland, 
to ve present at the next Commencement, is a 
book of octave size inclosed In a heavy cover 
with beveled edge.

TWO WORKMEN KILLED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 5.—The city late- 
ly began the work of building an elevated iron 
truss roadway 3,000 feet long and 100 high 
across the Cuyahoga Valley, from Ohio-street to 
the south and west sides. About 300 feet was 
completed, and men were engaged to-day in 
running stringers for the top of d@new span. 
The plan of construction is to put the top irons 


in piace first, support them with temporary 
framework, and then build the permanent iron 
structure underneath. Torun the top stringers 
@ derrick on wheels, called a “ traveler,” 
was used, one of 75-foot reach, Be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock to-day, when 44 
feet of stringers projected out into space, the 
derrick was carelessly moved upon the unsup- 
ported part, and it all fell, carrying five work- 
men with it.

AN ANALYSIS OF THE HOUSE 


COMMITTEES, 

THE SPEAKER INFLUENCED BY RAN- 
DALL AND PRECEDENT—SOME WEAK 
SPOTS AND MANY DISAPPOINTMENTS, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The Speaker an-~ 
nounced the standing committees of the House 
to-day, and then the House adjourned once 
more, with the expression of a hope by Mr. Ran- 
dall that 1t would on Monday be prepared 
promptly to take up business of importance to 
the public interests. Congress has been in ses- 
siona month. The Speaker has had every rea- 
son to suppose that he would be elected 
without opposition, and he has had 
considerably more than a year’s time in which 
to arrange the committees, Yet with all that 
time at his disposal he has delayed announcing 
the committees until an entire month has been 
consumed before any step in legislative work 
has been taken. To be sure, if he did not begin 
to assign members of committees until after his 
election he was then embarrassed by the neces- 
sity for so arranging them as to secure results of 
the greatest possible concern to the party and 
the people. A great many members of his own 
party were clamorous for the suppression of 

Mr. Randall. Other Democrats opposed harsh 

treatment of the Pennsylvania member, and Mr. 

Carlisle’s feelings went against depriving him 

of the Appropriations Committee. When he had 

decided to retain him, the reason given for re- 
taining him, that he had long served in the 
office of Chairman, set up a standard not 
easily departed from in other cases, Finding it 
impossible to depart altogether from the rule of 
seniority in service, he was obliged to adhere te 
it in making up other committees than that on 

Appropriations. When it came to apply this 

rule to Ways aud Means it cut down Mr. Cox, 


The advisers who had induced the Speaker to 
spare Mr. Randall also inspired him with the 
belief that he could not raise Mr. Cox over the 
heads of the two Breckiuridges and McMillin of 
Tennessee. Mr. Cox, however, regarded this as 
rather small reasoning. He was a member of 
the last Congress, although the Minister to Tur- 
key, and the Speaker could easily have remedied 
thatin putting him in Mr. Hewitt’s place. As 
he would not accept fifth place the Speaker 
called in Mr. Scott of Pennsylvania, who will be 
at least in line with the President’s policy. 

The Speaker bas been subjected to more than 
the usual amount of pressure from members 
desirous of securing good places. Many of the 
new members were very ainbitious ana expected 
high places without regard to usage. Some of 
them are disappointed, of course. There hag 
been a change in the apportionment of members 
so far as the States are concerned. Alabama 
gainsa Chairman. Connecticut loses the one 
she had in the last Congress. Indiana had five 
committees in the Forty-ninth, and gets only 
two in the Fiftieth Congress. Maryland did not 
get the head of any committee in the last 
House; now she has one, and Massachu- 
setts comes in with one Chairmanship, which 
is held by Mr. Morse at the head of Expendi- 
tures in the State Department. Mississippi 
loses one Chairman and Missouri gains one, 
having now five committees. North Carolina, 
with three committeesin the last House, gets 
one in this. Pennsylvania is cutdown from five 
committees to three. Tennessee and Texas are 
both deprived of a Chairman, while Virginia 
loses two, retaining only oue committee. Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, Kan- 
sas, Maine, Minnesota, Nebraska, New-Hamp- 
shire, Oregon, Rhode Isiand, Vermont, and West 
Virginia are without representation by Chair- 
men of committees. The distribution of Chair- 
men by States is as follows:

New-York has fared better in the distribution 
of places than it did at the opening of the 
Forty-ninth Congress. It then had 64 places; 
now it has 65. Then it received the Chair- 
manships of oniy four committees. It 
now has six Chairmen, leading the Com- 
mittees on Foreign Affairs, Manufacturers 
Pensions, Expenditures on Public Buildings, 
Library, and Census. It will scarcely bea mat- 
ter of State pride, however, that three ef these 
Chairmanships were bestowed on “ Tim” 
Campbell, ** Archie” Bliss and Stahlnecker. Mr. 
Merriman has three places—on Post Offices, Ex- 
penditures in the Post Office Department, 
and Alcoholic Liquor Traffic. Mr. Bryce, 
who is & new member, has beer 

icked out asa man to do a great deal of work, 

or he has three places also—on the Committees 

of Commerce, Railways and Canalis, and Reform 
in the Civil Service. Mr. Greenman, still an- 
other new maiz, is in three places—on Mines and 
Mining, Patents, and Fxpenditures insthe De- 
partment of Justice. Mr. Bliss, besides getting 
the Chairmanship of Pensions, is also placed on 
War Claims and Expenditures in the Interior 
Department. Mr. Belden, serving his firss term, 
has three committees—Coinage, Education, 
and Mileage. Messrs. Cox, Felix Camp- 
bell, Bacon, Tracey, Cummings, Stahineck- 
er, Belmont, Spinela, Cockran, Mahoney, 
and <“T- Campbell, Democrats, and 
Messrs. Wilber, Farquhar, Fiteh, Hopkins, 
Flood, West, Sawyer, De Lano, Moilitt, Sherman, 
and Baker, Republicans, have each two places. 
Messrs. Parker, Davenport, Nutting, Keteham, 
White, Weber, and Laidlaw, Republicans, have 
each one assignment. These gentlemen, how- 
ever, were satisfied. Mr. Parker will have 
plenty to do on the Judiciary; Mr. Davenport is 
on the busy Commerce Committee; Mr. Nutting 
has the equally busy Rivers and Harbors, and 
Mr. Ketcham does not desire more than one cora- 
mittee. Mr. White will find the Post Office Com 
mnittee an active one for a beginner. Mr. Weber 
would have preferred to go on Rivers and Har- 
bors, but he has been treated well in being put 
at the head of the Republican end of the Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroad. 

There was some disappointment among the 
Democrats from New-York. “Tim” Campbell 
was pleased to find himself at the head of a com- 
mittee, and began immediately to hunt up his 
committee room, an apartment down in the 
basement onthe west front of the Capitol, and 
shared by the Committee on Expenditures on 
Public Buildings and the Committee on the Elec- 
tion of President and Vice-President. Mr. Cum- 
mings had set his heart upon having the Chair- 
manship of the Committee on Printing, That 
was rather unreasonable, for if he had received 
it he would have been the only new member as- 
signed to a Chairmanship. The Speaker gave the 

lace to Richardsen of Tennessee, who does not 
so much about printing as Mr. Cummings, 
but probably has more law. He has also had 
one more term in Congress than Mr. Cummings. 
Mr. Fitch, who has been urged upon the Speaker 
fora place on the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
and who could very properly be put on tu@ 
Ways and Means as a representative of the 
Republicans who believe that the tariff should be 
reduced, gets the place on Military Affairs that 
was held by Gen. Viele, his predecessor,and be also 
goes to the Civil Service Committee, upon which 
Mr. Bryce of New-York also serves. Col. Merri- 
man was disappointed, and not without cause. 
He had been recommended to the Speaker by 
the solid New-York delegation for member of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs. The Speaker 
had signified his willingness to name Mr. Merri- 
mnan, the more readily because, after Mr. Hewitt 
had left the last House Mr. Merriman had filled 
his place and become acquainted with the nature 
ot the duties to be performed. After thedeclina- 
tion of Mr. Cox to serve on the Ways and Means 
except as second member of the committee com- 
pelied a rearrangement of some of the names, 
Mr. Bliss was demanding a place on appropria- 
tions in lieu of the Pacifie Road Chairmanship, 
which he was told he could not have. He was 
willing to have Mr. Felix Campbellsent to Naval 
Affairs notwithstanding the delegation had asked 
to have him appointed on appropriations. Just 
at what stage of the row Mr. Randall stepped in 
cannot now be learned. That he did step in is 
positively asserted, and his work is seen in 
the esc of Mr. Bliss to the chair of the 
Pensions Committee, in the aettling of Mr. Fe- 
lix Campbell in the place he selected, and in the 

utting of Mr. Bourke Cockran on Naval Affairs 
n place of Mr. Merriman. Just as soon as this 
was done its signitioance to New-Yorkers was 
apparent Mr. Randall had “ downed” a County 
Democrat and helped a Tammany man. The 
Speaker probably did not know what he had 
done, but the New-York members know that the 
little change willbe a matter of great talk in 
New-York to-night. Col. Merriman is now third 
on Post Offices and Post Roads, and will have @ 
chance during the session to make himself 
known to the public from the floor. 

There area few committees that will be ana- 
lyzed with care, and these the Speaker will rely 
upon to make up the legislation upon which the 
Democrats in Congress are to go before th 
country next Fall. The Ways and Means wil 
surprise no one. It has been known for weeks 
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that Mills of Texas would be Chairman. Heis a 
positive, but not a strong man. Lacking selt- 
possession, he may do things impulsively that 
will subject him as a leader to ridicule; but 
his tendencies are all good, which is a gratify- 
ing consolation, for he will not lean te the 
wreng side at any time. McMillin, Breckin- 
ridge of Arkansas, Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
and Turner of Georgia are all strong men. The 
Republican members are all protectionists. Bur- 
rows, the new Republican member, is most at 
home in the House advocating subsidies for 
stcamshipa, a cause to which he can be of more 
service in the Ways and Means than he could in 
the Poat Office Committee, which he has left. 

The Banking and Currency Committee is cal- 
culated to inspire more confidence by its make- 
up than thé same committee of the last House, 
As made up for the Forty-ninth Congress it had 
six out of thirteen members from Southern 
States, some of the States being notoriously in- 
different to ths protection of the panking sys- 
tem, ItsSo.thern membership is now thin, and 
thesé are all ‘en whose votes will be conserva- 
tive. The Chairman is from Ohio, New-York has 
two members, and Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chisetts, Maine, New-Hampshire, West Vir- 
ginia, Indiana. South Carolina, Missouri, 
Illinois, and Nevada ate each represent- 
ed by one member. It i8 & Gonservative 
committee. The Coinage Committee has also 
Been made up so as to avoid mischief. Mr. 
Bland will not find it an easy matter to get from 
ita members anything like a bill to inerease the 
silver coinage, and it may bo that the members 
will reduce the limit of $2,000,000 & month now 
required to be coined. The River and Harbor 
and Merchant Marine Committees ate cons 
structed for conservative work, the latter hav- 
ig ainong its members such level-headed men 
as Morac of Masaachisetts, McMillin of Ten- 
nessee, Breckinridge of Kentucky, and Hatch of 
Missouri. The Foreign Afiairs Committee still 
carries several of the best men on the Repub- 
lican side, but it is a good conrifiittee, ahd gains 
distinetly by the addition of Norwood of Georgia. 

The Pacific Railroad Committee was made up 
with extreme care. The President was desirous 
that it should be constructed of meh in whom 
all reliance could be placed, and the Speaker has 
selected members Who at least command the 
presént confidence of the House. Mr. Bliss is 
notamember. Mr. Outhwaite of Olio is Chair- 
man, and deserves tobe. Heis intelligent and 
honest, and will follow # course that may enable 
the Government to obtain from the Pacifie Rail- 
roads recognition of their indebtedness and 
jJegislation to constrain them to meet that, in- 
debtedness. New-York has two members of the 
committee—Tracey of Albany and Weber of 
Buffalo. The new Committees on Education has 
fewer Southern members thanin the last Con- 
gress, and i& generally recast with a distinct 
purpose of conservative treatment of the great 
Blair @ift bill. 

The Committee on Reform in the Civil Service 
is &n interesting study. Its Chairman is Mr. J.

A PREMATURE BLAST, 
a inipastilifpnataonts 
MEN KILLED AND 
SEVER¥LY INJURED. 
WILKESBARRRE, Penn., Jan. 5.—A shock- 
ing accident occurred at noon to-day on Section 
3 of the Pittston branch of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad now being constructed. A very heavy 
blast had been prepared in a deep eut under the 
superintendence of Walking Boss Redding. The 
foreman, Morris Dobahue, was standing within 
one foot of the blast hole, three men were work- 
ing at the foot of the bank, three stood on top 
ofthe bank and eleven others were working a 
short distance away. 
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Redding had gone to give 
the warning signal and procure fire for touching 
off the biast when it suddenly exploded. Morris 
Donahue was heried 20 feet in the air and 
landed on his feet, slightly injured. The three 
wen on topof the bank were blown 50 feet 
away and are wore or iess badiy hurt. The 
three men at the foot of the bank were instantly 
killed and horribly mangled. The other 11 
workmen who were near by were more or less 
injured.

THE NIPSIC'S TRIAL TRIP. 
Shortly before 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the United States steamer Nipsic, Commander

The 
Rear-Admiral and the members of the board re- 
turned to this city immediately after the Nipsic 
had come to anchor.

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A “BUSINESS NECESSITY 
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TARIFF REFORM JHE ISSUB 


OF 4HE HOUR. 

A CALU FOR RELIEF FROM A STRONG- 
HOLD OF FROTECTION — WOKCES- 
TER’S HOME MARKET CLUB. 

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 5.—A population 
of over 80,000 is claimed by its citizens for 

Worcester. It isa busy city, andits interests 

are almost as diversified as they are important. 

The amount of capital invested here in manu- 

facturing i8 vast rather than large. The men 

who control it are shrewd; many of them 
are deserving of a higher reputation than is ox- 
pressed by the word, for among Worcesters 
manufacturers are men who would gain promi- 
nence in any walk of life. They are leaders, not 
followers, in movements that affect the country, 
and to some of them may tb attributed a fair 
percentage of those inequalities in the tariff 
to which THE Trwbs has called attention, and 
which are likely to eventually result in a revis- 
inn of the entire system. To such a revision as 
the signs of the times demonstrate will prove 
satisfactory te the larga bulk of the people the 
manufacturers of Worcester, as a body, seem 
now determined to offer a most determined op- 


position. Victories in the past give them confi- 
dence in the future. They consider themeelves 
armed at all points, yet fail to take ne precau- 
tions that will make their position more im- 
regnable. They have their representatives in 
»oth houses of Congress, for, although the pres- 
ent Congressman from this district, Mr. Russell, 
is a tariff reformer, there are other Massachu- 
setts Congressmen who can bedepended upon to 
do the bidding of the Worcester manufacturers 
just as surely asif they were part and parcel of 
the Tenth Congressional District. Inthe Senate 
they are represented by George KF. Hoar ° 


Thav form a close corporation. This otrpara- 
tion is wealthy; it has grown rich through tba 
exactions of a tariff constructed at ita dictation. 
Tt has broolked no opposition in the past, and its 


power has been demonstrated so fully that ita 
opponents are chary of locking horns with it. 
Thongh few in numbers in comparison with the 
army of “ American” labor, the latter is under 
the almost complete control of its employers. 
Nowhere isthe cry of protection for American 
] vorlouder or more persistent about election 
time than in Worcester. To give it tongue has 
become acustom. New Year's Day ia not ob- 
served here, and the lack of observance is not 
considered a ground for comment. But to per- 
mit a political campaign to close without ex- 
hausting the ingenuity of the professional poli- 
tician in giving an air of originality and a dash 
of unusual fervor to the hackneyed demand for 
protection for American labor would be oonsid- 
ered the basest treason by the manufacturers— 
those of the Home Market Club—and might fill 
the “American” workingman With a sense of un- 
importance that might prove inconvenient in 
campaigns yet to be ought. 


The curions feature of this fare is that, here- 
tofore at least, the men who are supposed to 
represent American labor, so long as they 
seemed to be the moving cause of such un- 


bounded excitement, really believed in the hon- 
esty of the ory. But one doctrine, except a 
homeopathic dose of tariff reform in the last 
Congressional campaign, has been taught here. 
The workingian has been taught that a protect- 
ive tariff meant prosperity fer him; that prosper- 
ity was but a synoaym forthe Republican Party; 
that tariff! reform meant free trade; that free 
trade meant the ascendency of the Democratic 
Party—tben chaos. Between the present tariff 
and free trade, he was assured, there was no 
half-way house. One manufacturer told hismen 
in the last Presidential campaign that the elec- 
tion of Cleveland meant the loss of $1,000,000 
for him and destitution for them. This same 
manufacturer has since admitted to a friend 
that he had never made 80 much money inayear 
asin the 12 months that followed Cleveland's 
inauguration. His werkingmen have not been 
taken into his confidence to this extent and they 
bave asked no questions. Yet Worcester is in 
New-England; the people ef New-England have 
long been termed Yankees; one of the distinet- 
ive characteristics of the Yankee is hunger for 
information. How, then, does it happen that the 
Worcester workingman has not inquired why 
chaos has 80 persistently refused to follow the 
election of President Cleveland? It must be be- 
cause the Swede and the Armenian possess the 
faculty of obeying orders to the exclusion of 
such faculties as quickly taught the Yankee that 
he wasn’t born to run a pegging machine or to 
work for $1 25 perday in a wire works. The 
nationality of the “American” labor of Worces- 
ter accounts for its completo subservience to the 
will of the Home Market Club. 


The Home Market Club is a comparatively 
new institution. Its membership consists of 
wanufacturers who are willing to subscribe to 


the doctrine that to obtain the greatest goud for 
the smallest number is the chief end of man, 
and who are also willing to subscribe comfort- 
able amounts of money for the inculeation 
among the masses, in such a manner as not to 
arouse their suspicion, of this doctrine. The 
club may object to this characterization of ite 
objects as too bald, and as it has the local press 
atits back or beck, it may denounce it as un- 
truthful; but for 1ts truth there are manufactur- 
ers here—who are, however, not members of the 
club, but as thoroughly acquainted with its 
aims—who will vouch for the cerrectness of 
Tu TImss’s correspondent’s statements. None 
of these have, like Washburn & Moen, poured 
$1,000 into the treasury of the club, and, unlike 
Washburn & Moen, they hope that the majority 
of the country’s voters, if not a majority of the 
yoters of Worcester, will shortly be induced to 
believe that the present tari? was not made for 
their benefit, and that the efforts to prevent a 
judicious revision are against their interests. 


One of these, a manufacturer of machinists’ 
tools, said to Tue Times’s correspondent that he 
felt much as J. B. Sargent, the great hardware 


manufacturer of New-Havén, did, in a position 
to compete against the world under a tariff that 
permitted the free importation of raw materiais. 
The present tariff was a hardship to his business, 
though, personally, he was making a little 
rooney, a8 his goods had a reputation, his labor 
was the best in the world, and there was no 
finer machinery made than could be found in his 
works. But the tariff prevented an extension 
of his business; it compelled him to depend ea- 
— upon the home market, and it had engen- 
dered such fieree competition that people in the 
same line were continually going to the wall and 
prices and profits were cut down to the low- 
est possible margin. With iron and steel on 
the free list a foreign market would be 
open to him, and he could compete with 
any foreign nation not only in the domestic mar- 
ket but abroad. ‘“ Protection” did not increase 
prices of his manufactures. The moment it was 
seen that his business was “protected” by the 
tariff domestic competition sprang up. A few 
years ago there were about 25 such establish- 
ments as his in the country, 6 of them in Worces- 
ter. Now there were 15 in Worcester and about 
200 in the country. As the tariff prevented them 
from finding a market beyond the borders of the 
United States they choked the country with their 
manufactures, and the result was the smallest 
sort of profit to those who did business under the 
most favorable conditions and ruin to those who 
were less favorably situated. Except undera 
tariff which extended the free list_ the New-Eng- 
land manufacturer would inevitably retire from 
the field, 3% 

Waldo Lincoln of the tirm of Cutter & Lincoln, 
manufaeturers of copperas and Veretian red, is 
a tariff reformer, and considers that New-Eng- 


Jand’s only chance of maintaining her manu- 
facturing interests lies in such tariff reform as 
will admit raw materials free of duty. On cop- 
peras there is a duty of 3-10 of a cent per pound, 
which amounts to a prohibitory tariff. Upon 
Venetian red the duty is 20 percent. This duty, 
Mr. Lincoln said, might be of value to the do- 
mestic manufacturer if it were exacted. He 
was satisfied thatasystem of undervaluation 
prevailed, and that under it Venetian red was 
admitted under a duty as low as 6 per cent. at 
times. Such tariff reform as was foreshadowed 
in President Cleveland’s message ho did not con- 
sider free trade. He would net object to free 
trade himself, and on that account he was per- 
haps able to appreciate the difference be- 
tween it and such tariff reform as Presi- 
dent Cleveland had announ himself in 
favor of. He wanted tariff reform because it not 
only would give him, but give to manufactures 
generally a wider market than it was possible 
to obtain under the present tarifi The latter 
would surely prove the ruin of at Ag oe as 
&mantfacturer. Het market, under the tarilf, 
simply extended to the Eastern seaboard, Ex- 
cept under an enlarged free list she could not 
compete with the manufacturers of the South 
and West. The high tariff and heme competi- 
tion were proving too much of a load for her to 
carry. Why her manufacturers were not prac- 
tieally solid for tariff reform he coula not un- 
deratand except upon the assumption that they 
believed a tariff reform which would put raw 
materials, er many of them, on the free list 
would treat manufactured articles in the same 
way.

Robert 8. Griffin of the Rice & Griffin Com- 
pany, manufacturers of doors, sashes, and all 
kinds of house lumbor, is an epponent of free 


trade and an advocate of tariff refurm. Natural 
products, he helds, should not be burdened with 
animporttax. The term “raw material” was 
differently interpreted. Raw material in his 
business meant, in his opinion, lumber as it 
grew in the forest. If it were sawed it meant 
raw material to some and manufactnred materi- 
ai to others; iv was mantfactured to those who 
paid for the labver of pins | it. Upon foreigi 
lumber upon which labor h 

would 6xact just enough duty to cover the cost 
of that labor. That was all the protestion to 
whith the domestic article was entitied, In the 
saias way he would protect all domestio manu- 
factures. If the latter wets protected by the 
tarift to the extent of the labor employed upon 
them, and auch products as weré free of labor 
wers placed n the ftee list, América, he 
thought, would be ina position to compete with 
the world; if she failed to do av ih any 
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branch it would be for reasons that should 
not be taken into account by thé tariff. ‘The 

uestion of tariff reform, it seemed to him, 
Should not be made oné of party. The entire 
country Was interested in it; tariff reform was 
& business necessity, It required consideration 
in a broader spirit than he feared the average 
Congressman would give toit. There were men 
in Congress who had long been considered mueh 
above the average who seemed unable to lift 
themselves above self-interest, Randall, able a 
man as he might be and honest as Mr. Griffin 
supposed him te be, seemed determined to con- 
sider the question only as it might affect hisown 
constituents or a small but powerful body 
among them. The only fame he seemed to crave 
was his positionas a Congressman, and te retain 
that he seemed willing to devote himself te a 
small interest rather than win more lasting 


fame by working for the welfare of tne whole 
country. s 


W-rcester wag an almost nvtrodden fiela for 
the tariff reformer, Mr. Griffin said. The people 
who had most atstake were densely ignorant 


of the meaning of tariff reform, Thosa who 
were een prone under the tariff had the 
whip hand. heir influence had hardly ever 
been disputed. They denounced tariff reform 
as free trade. If the workingman bought « 
paper—though he knew it was controlled by his 
employer—he read in it thatan attempt was in 
progress to foist free trade on the country.

A LESSON FROM THE DUTCH. 


HOW MRS. VERNAM IS IMPROVING HER 


PROPERTY. 

Dutch methods of doing things are re- 
garded by some people with undeserved con- 
tempt. But there is one thing that Dutch peo- 
ple have accomplished to perfection, and that 
is the subjugation of an ocean whose level, in 
some places, is 40 feet above that of their coun- 
try. This fact has been realized particularly 
well by Mrs. Remington Vernam, the owner of 
a large tract of beach land on the shore of Long 


Island next west of Far Rockaway. For 
three years this place, called Arverne-by-the- 
Sea, has been gradually increasing in population 
and popularity as a Summer resort. There is 
now a large hotel being brilt, which will open 
on June 1, and there are mai... tine and valuable 
residences. But one difficulty has all along 
seemed to threaten the success of the place, 
This was the hindrance to drainage caused by 
the fact that part of the land was below the sea 
level, and thatat high tide the sewers were al- 
ways flooded. 

Mrs. Vernaii has made the subject of drainage 
a study and has come to the conclusion, after a 
visit to Europe and an e6xamination of the 
system of Holland, where somewhat the same 
conditions exist as on her land, that the Duteh 
way is the best. Accordingly she is about to 
huild a canal 32 feet wide, back of the line of 
the New-York and Rockaway Seach Railroad, 
and extending in an easterly direction for about 
a mile and a half. At each end this canal 
will connect with a higher bit_ of 
canal, from which it will be locked by 
gates similar to those used in Holland. These 
higher canals will be at a slightly higher level 
than the tidewater of Jamaica Bay, with which 
they will connect. The drainage wiil flow from 
the sewers into the lower canal; from the iower 
canal into the higher the water will be pumped 
by engines, and from the upper canals the fall 
of the tide will draw their contents. Tho 
sewers are already built through most of the 
streets in Arverne and the canals will shortly be 
begun. It is thought that they will cost about 
$100,000, bit they will greatly improve the 
value of about 750 acres of land, 

This land has already shown remarkable in- 
crease in Value. Forty years ago a portion of it 
which now is valued at $250,000 was sold for a 
single-barreled shotgun. Arverne is to be con- 
nected by a Y withthe Rockaway branch of the 
Long Island Railroad, so that passengers from 
New-York will reach Arverne in less than half 
an hour. 


NOT ORDINARY PASSENGERS. 


THE LUDGATE HILU’S CONSIGNMENT TO 
BARNUM. 

Nineteen passengers on the steamship 
Ludgate Hill had reason to feel grateful when 
that vessel was made fast at her pier at Brook- 
lyn yesterday afternoon. One of these passen- 
gers was Thomas Beaufort. The others were 18 
animals of which he had charge during the fort- 
night’s trip from London. As this cargo con- 
sisted of a pair of tigers, a pair of lions, a pair of 
guans, 5 dog-faced baboons and a saltee baboon, 
atapir,a zebra, a pair of kangaroos, and a 
horned gazelle, it need hardly be said that they 
were consigned to Barnum & Bailey. All but the 


zebra, who had a box under a hood on the main 
deck, were caged in front of the officers’ quarters 
on the starboard side. They began to protest 
against their quarters as soon as the ship 
felt the ocean swell. It was about the least un- 
comfortable part of the ship, but the animals 
showed their susceptibility to that method of 
travelearly in the voyage, just as seasick human 
beings would have become under like circum- 
stances. When they got well enough to feel that 
they had been led into a trap some of them lost 
their temper. The male tiger, who reached his 
growth in a jungle, was especially vigorous in 
his expressions of disapproval of the lurching of 
the ship, and when he raised his voice a chorus 
usually joined him. Consequently the keeper 
lost Many au hour’s sieep trying to quiet his 
charges and to sedop the water, that kept dash- 
ing in at the scuppers, out of their pens. He lost 
a coat siceve to the male tiger one night, and 
felt lucky to get away with hisarm. Yesterday 
all was quiet on board, man and animals being 
quite content to rest. They will start for 
Bridgeport this morning. 

This was the second consignment to the circus 
since the Bridgeport fire. Other consignments 
are on the way and more are soon to be started. 
In about a month, accordingly, substitutes will 
have been found for the animals that were 
burned, and other rare specimens will have been 
added to the collection. Five stowaways got 
starved out by the time the ship ran into the 
English Channel and crawled out of their hiding 
places. They were lusty young fellows, and by 
showing them the animals Capt. Brown found 
them very willing to shovel coal the rest of 
the voyage. He will not land them without prop- 
er authority. They were a good deal annoyed 
yesterday at being held in captivity.

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WHO KILLED W. J. HANNA? 


FIVE BOYS ARRESTED FOR THE MURDER 
ARE EXONERATED. 

On the suspicion of being implicated in 
the death of William J. Hanna, who returned in- 
toxicated to his home, 493 West Twenty-second- 
street,last Monday night, and died shortly after of 
wounds about his head, five boys were arrested 
on Wednesday night by Inspector Byrnes’s de- 
tectives. They are Charles Weyrich of 55 Green- 
wich-avenuc, Charles Ertz of 66 Groenwich- 
avenue, Leon Merkent of 60 Greenwich-avenue, 
George Fergel of 62 Greenwich-avyenue, and 
Adam Willershauser of 60 Greénwich-avenue. 
The eldest is 18 years old. They are all friends 
and companions, and have never been in trouble 
before. The youths, thoroughly frightened at 
the position they found themselves in, deter- 
mined to tell the truth, and their statements 
were all reduced to writing in the presence of 
Inspector Byrnes, 

From these statements it appears that Wey- 
rich, Ertz, Fergel, Merkent, and Wiliershauser, 
had been paying New-Year’s calla on Monday. 
For the first time in their lives they had in- 
dulged in whisky and were intoxicated. They 
were in front of 60 Greenwich-avenue skylark- 
ing, when Hanna, who was also drunk, came 
along. A quarrel ensued and Weyrich strucit 
Hanna in the face under the left eye and 
knocked him down. Weyrick fell on top of him 
and they both rolled struggling into the gutter. 
While they were struggling in the gutter Ertz 
went to the assistance of Weyrick and beat 
Hanna about the head and face. Others of the 
crowd joinedin the assault, but Fergel inter- 
fered and assisted Hanna to his feet and kept his 
companions from following as he staggered 
down the street. Hanna sat down in a doorway 
and was there seen by a butcher who keeps a 
shop near by. 

Subsequently he was taken into the liquor 
store, 75 Greenwich-avenue, where the biood 
was washed off his face, and he started for home. 
He had nearly reached his home when he be- 
came weak, and, meeting two strangers, he 
asked them to escort him home. They did so. 
The youths were locked up at Police Headquar- 
ters during Wednesday night, and yesterday 
were sent before the Coroner. 

The inquest was held Pare by Coroner 
Messemer. The four boys were arraigned. 
Their statements were substantially the same 
as those made to Inspector Byrnes, 

Fergel testified, however, that there were no 
marks of violence on Hanua, except that he was 
bleeding from the mouth. The boys were post- 
tive that Weyrich had not struck Hanna under 
the right eye, where the abrasion was found, 
butin the jaw. They also said that Hanna had 
the wound in his lower lip, from which the blood 
flowed, befere he met them. Charles and Edwin 
G. Brower testified to finding Hanna with his 


neck on the railroad track at Greenwich-avenue | 


and Eleventh-street between 9 and 9:30 o'clock. 
Some time before Henry Meibrunn, a butcher, of 
Greenwich-avenue and Eleventh-street, saw a 
man lying in the middle of Greenwich-avenue, 
near West Eleventh-street. There was no blood 
or mark of violence on him. The boys all live 
with their parents and are respectable. The 
po a ae was to determine whether Hanna re- 
ceived his injury at the time Weyrich struck 
him or lJater on by afall or assanlt. The jury 
decided that Hanna came to his death from 
causes unknown and exonerated the boys. 

A sad sequel to the case was the sudden death 
of Mrs. Eliza Hanna, the mother of young 
Hanna. She was 54 years old and lived at 1,541 
Broadway. She had been prostrated with grief 
at the death of her son. Yesterday afternoon, 
when she read of the arrest of the five youths 
for killing her son, she sank back in her chair, 
and when her friends went to her assistance 
they found her dead. Deputy Coroner Scholer 
pes last night that death was caused by heart 
allure, 


SAILING VESSELS NOT TO GO. 


AMERICA HAS NOT LOST HER HOLD ON 
THE FOREIGN TRADE. 

There has long been an opinion in mari- 
time circles that steam or some other motor will 
eventually supplant or drive sail crafs to the 
wall in transatlantic business. That ocean 
steamers have been gradually encroaching upon 
sailing vessels is a fact well known and deplored. 
Fresh interest in the subject has been sroused 
by the announcement that the Anchor Line 
has greatly increased its trade with India. 
Henderson Brothers, agents of the company, at 
7 Bowling Green, said yesterday that they had 
five steamers on the way from Calcutta, via the 
Suez Canal, with genera] cargoes. The boats 
are the Asia, the Belgravia, the Britannia, the 
Hesperia, and the Arabia. It was barely possi- 
ble that the last one had not started, but at any 


rate the expectation is that the boats will, for 
the next few months, sail about every two 
weeks, but after that time the movement will 
depend entirely upon the markets. 

The To ree does not intend to go into the 
export trade with India from this port direct, 
The company went into basiness fully five years 
ago, and the steamers come here from India and 
go back Dy way of England and the Mediterra- 
nean. At a comparatively recent period the 
company began running steamers to San Fran- 
cisco and thereby entered into direct competi- 
tion with American shipping. The English-India 
business of the company has been in operation 
15 years. 

Some interesting facts and opinions were ob- 
tained by a reporter who made some general in- 
quiries among shippers. At the office of Ed- 
ward Perry & Co. it was said that about a year 
ago Carter, Macy & Co., tea merchants, under- 
took to run a monthly line of steamers to China 
and Japan, stopping at Red Sea ports. Dur- 
ing the latter partof1886 and the early part 
of 1887 the firm sent out five steamers on sched- 
ule and then abandoned the enterprise, pre- 
sumably because it wasa poorinvestment. At 
the advertised time of the departure of the 
boat, if she did not have a full cargo, the space 
was filled at ruinous rates, There was not suffi- 
cient business to make regular departures 
profitable. Oil and cotton are the principal ex- 
sorts, and now that Russia is supplying oil to 

ndia and can do it so much cheaper than 
American producers, that braach of the trade 
has fallen off. 

A member of the firm of John R. Livermore & 
Co. said that there was no use of the steamship 
companies trying to compete with sail craft in 
the India business from this market, unless the 
rate was put down considerably. Oil goes by 
the case, and on an average cargo of 60,000 
cases there is @ difference of about $3,000 in 
freight, which the steamers must meet. The 
Henderson Brothers stated that they would not 
put case oll in their steamers. A. H. Brown 
of Vernon H. Brown & Co. said the idea 
of steamers competing for India business 
direct from this port was visionary. It would 
be found wholly impracticable. Officials on the 
Maritime Exchange are of the opinion that re- 
cent developments in the carrying trade are not 
of sufficient importance to excite alarm among 
shippers, and the statement that “ the last hoid 
of American shipping on the foreign trado is 
about to be lost” is a wild exaggeration. While 
steam is displacing sails, sailing vessels will be 
in demand for long voyages and coarse cargoes 
until a cheaper motor than steam is invented.

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THER NAVAL INQUIRY. 
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NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR POOK MAKES AN 
EXPLANATION. 


The navy yard court of inquiry resumed 
the taking of testimony yesterday. Jules Re- 
mmond,a clerk in the General Storekeeper’s office, 
testified that the commandant of the yard had 
appoirted a commission to estimate the weight 
of 400 old tanks which were sold at one of the 
auction sales in question. The reason of this 
was thatthe contractor who bought them re- 
fused to take the tanks away if he were re- 
quired to go tothe expense of weighing them. 
The estimated weight was 200,000 pounds. The 
actual weight when new was over 1,000,000 
pounds. Mr. Remond said that he didn’t know 
that any additional expense would have been 
invelyed in weighing the tanks. They would 
merely have had to be driven upon the scales, 

Charles Cooper, assistant bookkeeper to the 
General Storekeeper, testified as to a shortage in 
old iron which was put on a lighter for Driscoll 


by mistakes and afterward returned. Cooper 
was sure the iron had been returned, and yet his 
books showed a@ shortage of 20,000 pounds, 
Asked to reconcile the two statements the wit- 
ness sald that quantities of iron were withdrawn 
from time to time. Finally he came to the con- 
clusion that the books were wrong. The iron 
had been there for years. Witness guve it as his 
opinion that the amount of iron on his books 
had been derived from the books of the bureau 
to, which it belonged, when it was turned 
over to the General Storekeeper. These 
were the books of the yards and the docks 
bureau. Capt. A. P. Cooke, Captain of the yard, 
said that Naval Constructor Pook had no au- 
thority te mark certain composition castings for 
sale, As soon as he (Capt. Cooke) heard of it he 
ordered the marks removed, As tu certain iron 
alleged to have been improperly taken from the 
yard by Driscoll, Capt. Cooke said that it was a 
mistake and was rectified as soon as discovered. 
Driscoll took some iren he had net purchased. 
This was retured and Driscoll was allowed to 
takeaway an equal quantity from the scrap 
heap from which sales had actually been made. 

Naval Constructor Pook, being recalled, said 
he had put marks on the composition stuff be- 
cause he was under the impression that it was 
old material. Pay Inspector John H. Stevenson 
was recalled and asked why he had said,ina 
letter to the Secretary of the Navy, that the 
whole responsibility in the matter of the sale of 
the four boilers should rest upon him, when, on 
his previous examination, he had asserted that 
the bargain was consummated between the act- 
ing commandant of the yard and the contractor. 

“T wrote thus to the Secretary of the Navy 
because there was an indisposition on the part 
of others in the navy yard to shoulder any part 
of the responsibility. I therefore reaolved to 
take the whole burden of the matter on my own 
shoulders. Asa matter of fact, the bargain for 
the boilers was made by the commandant of the 
yard.” Mr. Stevenson said, in reference to the 
method that had bean fullowed as to condemned 
stores in charge ofthe General Storekeeper, that 
whenéver anything was wanted from these 
stores by any of the bureaus it was taken. 
This was done frequently without the presenta- 
tion of any requisition, especially in cases where 
a hawser or anything of that nature was wanted. 
This way of doing things would explain any 
deficiency that appeared in the books or, indeed, 
any deficiency, large or small, a3 ho account was 
kept of the amounts taken. 


DOES NOT LIKE EXPULSION. 


DR. O'REILLY SUES THE COUNTY MEDI- 
CAL SOCIETY. 

Dr. James O’Reilly of 247 West Fifty- 
ninth-street was deprived of his right of mem- 
bership in the New-York County Medical Seeiety 
last November because of practices that the 
members of the society deemed unprofessional. 
He didn’t like being bounced, and says so in a 
legal fashion. That is, he has asked the Su- 
preme Court to make the society show to Judge 
Andrews on Jan.16 a& good reason why he 
should not be restored to membership in the 
society. That they will try tode through their 
counsel, W. A. Purrington, when the proper 
time comes. 

Dr. O’Reilly’s trouble grew out of a little trans- 
action in February, 1886, in which he was 
called to attend the childof Gregory Crane of 
331 West Forty-first-street. The child, which 
was 15 months old, died after a few days’ treat- 
ment, and when the parents wanted a death 
certificate the doctor gave one in which * neg- 
lect of parents” was stated as the cause of 
death. The parents stated that this slur was 
put upon them because they could not pay the 
doctor $4 which he asserted was due him, 
though they offered to pay the amount in two 
weeks’ time. Dr. O'Reilly, however, asserted 
that he could give no other certificate, because 
he had not seen the child within five 
days of the time of its death. An investigation 
set on foot by Dr. Nagle of the Health Depart- 
ment brought out the further fact that after his 
tirst visit Dr. O’Reilly did not see the child, but 
sentin his piace his son, Thomas O'Reilly, who 
was @ medical student, who prescribed for it. 
This, according to the Medical Society’s code of 
ethics. he had noright todo. Sothe matter got 
into court, and young Thomas O’Reilly was 
fined $50 in April, 1886, for practicing medicine 
without the necessary license to do so. 

Dr. James O'Reilly, at this time, lived at 303 
West Forty-second-street. About the time of the 
trouble the police of this city were informed by 
Philadelphia parties that the doctor was so- 
liciting, by means of circulars addressed 
to single women, physicians, and others, pat- 
ronage fora ‘*Woman’s Infirmary and Mater- 
nity Home,” which he was conducting. Accord- 
ing to these circulars the establisument 
was especially intended for single women, and 
was, in plain English, a lying-in and baby tarm- 
ing establishment, the disposition of children 
immediately after birth being a feature of the 
business, and absolute secrecy in its business its 
principal claim for patronage. 

The fact that Dr. O’Reilly did run this place, 
coupled with his violation of professional ethics 
by sending his student son to do his work, led to 
hisexpuision from the society. He won’t get 
pack into it unless the courts force the soolety 
to restore him to membership, principally be- 
cause the physicians in that bedy do not like 
his methods of attempting to collect his bills, as 
shown by the death certificate incident.

John Y. McKane, who was recently ex- 
pelled from the Kings County Democratic Gen- 
eral Committee for treachery to the Democratic 
candidate for Assembly in the Twelfth District 
at the last election, took his second dose of med- 
icine yesterday when the new Board of Super- 
visors assembled.

AN ANAROHISTIC ROBBER. 
HE ASSAULTS HIS BENEFACTORS AND 
TRIES TO ROB THEM, 

Leonhardt Kaber, an aged German tailor, 
and his wife were found yesterday in the bed- 
room of their little house, at 94 Harmon-street, 
Brooklyn, almost dead. Both had béen beaten 
with an iron bar which lay on the floor, and 
blood covered everything. Mrs. Kaber was on 
the bed, still undressed, while the old tailor was 
found, partly dressed, lying on the floor near the 
door. Dr. Frederick G. Winter was called in 
and pronounced the wounds very serious. 
Mrs, Kaber’s, he thought, would result 
fatally. Her head had béen almost crushed 
in and she had been bitten in several places. 
The police were notified and two detectives were 
sent outon the case, but until abont noontime 
they worked inthe dark. Then Mr. Kaber re- 
gained consciousness and told the police that his 
assailant was Constantine Steiger, a German, 


living at 131 Central-avenue. Steiger was ar- 
rested, and the clothing which he had worn at 
the time of the assault, all covered with blood, 
was foundin the house. He was about to make 
his escape from the city when the officers caught 
him. He was taken to the Ralph-avenue station 
house and locked up, 

Mr. Kaber told the police that he awoke and 
dressed about 6:30 o'clock, and leaving his wife 
in bed, went down stairs to build a fire. While 
there he heard screams coming from his wife’s 
room, andrunning up there found a big man 
beating her as she lay in bed. He yelled at the 
fellow and rushed toward him. He had only 
sufficient time to recognize him as Steiger when 
the iron bar fell upon his head and he sank un- 
conscious to the floor. Later Kaber made a 
statement slightly different from this one. He 
said that when Steiger first saw him he cried, 
«T'll kill you, too,” and bit him three times with 
the bar. After falling Kaber regained his feet, 
whereupon Steiger, who had started to go, re- 
turned, and saying, “ I’ll make sure of you this 
time,” struck him again on the head, Kaber 
remembered nothing after that. 

Steiger is a brewer, and is 35 years old. He 
hasa wife and several children. There are a 
large number of Anarchists in the neighborhood, 
and Steiger is regarded as their leader, Heis a 
big fellow with an extremely ugly face. He 
effected an entrance to Kaber’s house yesterday 
by forcing a bolt off the rear door, Then he 
waited until Kaber went down stairs, when he 
entered the bedroom and demanded money. 
Mrs. Kaber refused to give it to him, and he as- 
saulted her, For the past five years Mrs. Kaber 
‘bas been assisting the Steiger family with gitts 
of money, clothing, and food, and has employed 
Mrs, Steiger to do her washing. Lately they had 
a disagreement, and Mrs. Kaber refused to help 
them further. 

Steiger displayed the Anarchistic spirit yester- 
day when a TIMES reporter saw him in his cell, 

“Suppose I did try to rob them,” he said, 
**what they had belongs to my wife. Didn't she 
work for them for 14 years? Theirmoney prop- 
erly belongs to my wife, who earned it. I wish 
T had killed them, and if they die Iam willing to 
hang for their murder, It will be a lesson to 
papitalists.”

THE DEATH RATE MUOH LKSS. 
CONDITION OF THE NURSERY AND 
CHILD'S HOSPITAL. 

The Board of Managers of the Nursery 
and Child’s Hospital held its annual meeting 
yesterday afternoon at the hospital, Lexingten- 
avenue and Fifty-first-street. The report of the 
Secretary of the medical board showed that the 
year’s work had been most satisfactory. Dur- 
ing the year 212 children were admitted to the 
City Nursery and Hospital, and 263 to the coun- 
try branch at Staten Island. There were 192 
children at the City Hospital at the beginning. 
The death rate among the 404 children during 
the year was 29 per cent., against 26.17 per 
eent.in 1886. The death rate among the chil- 
dren admitted, however, was 27.87 per cent., 
amarked decrease from the 41,31 per cent. of 
1886. Five-sevenths of all the deaths in chil- 
dren occurred in those under 1 year of age. 

The report, after speaking of the epidemic of 
measles which broke out in December, 1886, 
when there were 115 cases, and again in June, 
1887, when there were 8 cases, urges that the 
reception house and, the quarantine wards be 
separated. At presenta portion of the recep- 
tion houseis used as award for contagious 
diseases which may break outin the haspital. 
(No cases of contagious disease are admitted.) 
During the prevalence of the measles it was 
necessary to close the reception house entirely. 
The Medical Board advises the use of a separate 
building for receiving patients. The house ad- 
joining the present reception house in Fiftieth- 
astreetis owned by the society, and the board 
advises that it be used as a reception house.

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A CASE IN WHICH A SICK WOMAN 
CAUSES MUCH DIFFICULTY, 
Derroit, Mich., Jan. 5.—The little village 
of Williamston, situated 12 miles from Lansing, 
the State capital, is the centre of a most excit- 


| ingoase of family difficulty in which a sick 


woman is being subjected to a most astonishing

shuttlecock variety. Nathan C. Branch is a 
wealthy farmer living four and a half miles out- 
side of Williamston, anda leading manin that 
vicinity, Three years ago his daughter married 
John Williams, son of a retired farmer of the 
Village of Williamston. A year later a girl 
baby was born tothem. After the child’s birth 
the parents moved to Detroit, Not long after 
their arrival here the young mother began to be 


troubled with severe pains in the head and 
symptoms of impairment of yision began to de- 
velop themselves; she became alarmed and asked 
to be taken back to her mother’s house. She 
was taken back, and visited hetween her moth- 
er’s and her father-in-law’s homes, Dr. John J. 
Defendorf is a young physician of Williamston, 
and married to a sister of Williams. Defendorf 
attended young Mrs. Williams at the birth of the 
little girl, and he undertook to treat her in her 
iliness. The girl's parents, the Branches, didn’t 
like Defendorf, hecause, as they said, he 
neglected her at a_ critical time. This 
Defendorf denies. Accordingly they sent 
to Lansing for an old and well-known 
physician. He pronounced her head trouble a 
secondary matter, the result of a Ipcal disorder. 
He administered chloroform and ether, and per- 
formed an operation on her eyes. Instead of 
improving she steadily grew worse. Dr. Defen- 
dorf says that the administering of ether was an 
error, a8 if would increase the head trouble. 
It is alleged that the Lansing physician admits 
that he was disappointed in the result of the 
operation. This discouraged the husband, 
who is a timid young man. No hope 
was held out to him for his wife’s 
ultimate recovery. She nad become almost 
blind, and he refused to allow any more 
physicians in the neighborhood to be calted in. 
A consultation of both families was held, and 
it was agreed to send to Detroit for Dr. Phil 
Porter, a leading homeopathic physician of this 
city, and place the case under his charge, The 
sick woman consented to the arrangement. Last 
Saturday Dr. Porter, Dr. Defendorf, and the 
husband went out to the farm house, Dr, 
Porter made a careful examination of the case. 
He found the young woman had had several 
capillary hemorraages, and that she was then 
sulfering from a clot of blood onthe brain. “I 
inquired inte the history of the case,” said Dr. 
Porter to-day, ‘‘and was surprised to find 
that rhere was a tremendous family dis- 
turbance surrounding the case, «so that 
it made it very embarrassing for any 
yractitioner. The girl’s family, it seemed, re- 
used to let Dr. Defendorf see the patient be- 
cause of his alleged neglect, which was purely 
imaginary. ‘The husband, on the otber hand, 
stated that Dr. Defendorf was the best physician 
in the neighborhoed, was a member of the fam- 
ily, and was willing to treat the patient; that 
because of the objection to him sbe had been 
left 14 days without any medical attendance. 
Her isolated position, four and a half milea from 
the village, placed her beyond the reach of 
proper medical care. The husband then de- 
termined to remove his wife to his own bome 
in the village, This the wife’s family 
refused to ailow, but suggested 
as f& compromise that the mother write 
Dr. Porter every day of the girl’s condition. 
Williams wanted Dr. Defendorf to see his wife 
every day, as she might die while a letter was 
reaching Dr. Porter at Detroit, 70 miles away. 
Finally he went to the house to see his wife and 
ask her if she wanted to bemoved. He was 
assaulted and thrown out of the house by his 
brother-in-law and nob even permitted to see 
his wife. He became desperate at once and 
took the next train for Detroit. Here he secured 
the assistance of two brothers living here and a 
third party who wasa friend and had become 
greatly interested in benalf of the distressed 
husband, and on Tuesday all four went to the 
Branch farm house and forcibly took away 
the wife and the bed on which she was, although 
the parents made a vigorous resistance. No 
violence was otfered the Branches by the party, 

The Branch party at once raised the neighbor- 
hood, the mother told a pitiful story, worked on 
the feelings of the crowd which was soon gatl- 
ered, and, headed by Farmer Branch, the whole 

arty marched into the village and upto the 

Villiams house, Branch having previously se- 
cured a writ of replevin for the bed, which writ 
was given to au officer to serve. The crowd 
that followed and those already about the house 
were composed largely of the riff-raff from the 
town and surrounding country, and many of 
them were drunk. The officer demanded admit- 
tance to the house and was refused. The crowd 
then burstin the door and were confronted in 
the hall by the husband, Williams, He pleaded 
with them not to rob him of his wife, saying the 
shock and fright would kill her, He was over- 
powered by the mob, however, his helpless wife 
seized and placed in asleigh, and driven back 
to her mother’s home in triumph, 

This didn’t content the mob, however, Their 
blood was up and a suggestion was made that 
Dr. Defendorf’s house be visited, Word was 
carried to him soon enough to enable him to es- 
cape and thus the mob, who had entirely lost 
their heads, were saved from adding further 
outrage to their already wholly lawless proceed- 
ings. As was to be expected, when they found 
that their intended victim had escaped, they be- 
came wildly furious and went up and down the 
street howling with rage and threatening to 
lynch every person concerned inthe case.

The West Indies, the Continent of Europe, 
and notably the city of Antwerp, are large purchas- 
ers of this manufactured article. It does not come 
under the snpervision of the Exchange or control of 
the Lard Committee in any way, but is made to order 
by the manufacturer to suit the requirements of the 
purchaser as to quality and price, and although as a 
rule it is branded ‘ Lard’ in some of its various qual- 
ities, it is so branded either by understanding or re- 
quirement of the purchaser, with full knowledge 
thatitisan adulterated article. The Société Com-

They simply 
fulfill the terms of sale, and while this 
committee disappreve of and condemn the practice 
of the manufacturer in branding this product as 
genuine when it is spurious, and thereby countenane- 
ing possible frand by others, yet it must be said in 
justice to the American manufacturer that if fraud, 
as charged by the respected society, is practiced 
upon the consumer, it must be so practiced after the 
produce reaches its Continental destination. While 
this committee was making this investigation it 
came to its knowledge that ‘ refined lard,’ so calied, 
was purchased with at knowledge as to quality for 
a Continental market at fully 25 per cent. less than 
the price of natural lard of contract standard on the 
day the contract was consummated, This tells its 
own story, and illustrates that as far as Antwerp is 
concerned the remedy lies with her merchants. Tf 
they will purchase from our manufacturers a 
genuine and not a spurious article, at its fair market 
valine, the consumers of lard in that or its dependent 
markets will have no further cause of complaint.”

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The boiler at the 
sewer pipe worksjof Angus Lamond, at Lamond’s 
Station, on the Metropolitan branch of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad, six miles from the 
city, exploded this morning shortly after 8 
o’vlock. Henry Gorham, a colored man, about 
34 years of age, who was the fireman, was in 
the boiler room at the time, and was instantly 
killed.

The boiler was 4 
large one, and seems to have been thrown straight 
up by the force of the explosion, and was then 
oropelled forward with great velocity on a near- 
y straight line about eight feet from the 
ground. The boiler house was entirely demo)- 
ished, and the unfortunate fireman was found 
in atangled mass of bricks and wooden beams. 
The boiler was hurled through the adjoining 
frame building on a level with the floor of the 
second story, ripping and twisting the joists out, 
and, after traveling about 70 feet, buried itself 
in a mass of clay.

The more im- 
portant committees are fairly conservative 
and are likely to prevent any very ex- 
treme action, except in the case of the 
Pensions Committes and the Committee 
on the reform of the civil service. The 
naming of ‘ ARCHIE” Buiss as Chairman of 
the former is almost scandalous and would 
be entirely so if the man had the wit to do 
as ill as he isinelined to. The Chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Civil Service Re- 
form is given to Mr. CLEMENTS, an avowed 
opponent of the law, who reported in the 
last Congress in favor of its repeal. The 
course of the Speaker in this matter is inex- 
plicable, and though it may lead to no posi- 
tive mischief may easily prevent legislation 
that is needed. 





The first annual report of the Board of 
Electrical Control shows aremarkable prog- 
ress in its work during the five months of 
Jast year which the law creating it left for 
that work before the closing of the streets 
against new excavations. About 36 miles 
of subway was constructed, providing over 
171 miles of single duct for telephone and 
telegraphservice, nearly 50 milesforarclight 
and power service, and over 35 miles for in- 
randescent lighting. The total capacity for 
telephone and telegraph service is about 
13.700 miles of wire, for are light and 
power service 500 miles, and for incan- 
descent lights 106 miles. The board states 
that the capacity of conduit thus provided 
isalready greater than that in any other 
city in the Furthermore, the 
practicability of the system is demon- 
strated by experience. Something near 
2,000 miles of are already 
‘working successfully in these conduits, 
and preparations are under way for very 
Jargely increasing the amount. The work 
of taking down the old wires and poles has 
begun, and as soon as provision has been 
made for putting the wires of the Fire and 
Police Departments under ground, they can 
be swept away in a considerable area of the 
city. She people are to be congratulated 
on the progress thus far made, and the pros- 
pect of complete success in the undertaking 
of the Board of Electrical Control. 


In its reply to the complaint of the Ant- 
werp Board of Trade concerning the sale in 
that city of adulterated lard manufactured 
in the United States, the Produce Exchange 
points ont that it has no supervision of the 
adulterated product and that the Antwerp 
merchants themselves should be held re- 
sponsible for its sale in their city. They 
are not deceived by American adulterators, 
but they buy the cottonseed oil compound 
“with full knowiedge of its quality and com- 
position. It is sold to them because they 
want that kind of stuff, and they pay a 
price 25 per cent. below that of natural 
lard of contract standard in the Ex- 
change. If consumers in Antwerp are 
swindled they should look to the whole- 
salers and retailers who have combined 
there to swindle them. It is to be regret- 
ted, of course, that the wicked lard makers 
of Chicago should tempt the innocent mer- 

- chants of the Old World, but if these mer- 
chants yield to temptation they should be 
disciplined by their complaining fellow-

the.sale of American cottonseed lard in 
European cities will injuriously affect our 
export trade. 


The Washington statement that Italy is 
trying te secure a provision of American 
steel for armor plates, to be used in case war 
should cut off her European supply, is novel 
and rather startling. Considering the pres- 
ent condition of our domestic manufacture 
of steel plates suitable for modern armored 
vessels of the kind Italy builds, such a de- 
mand would be the more complimentary. 
It would show great faith in American 
capacity te accomplish whatever it under- 
takes. Such a reliance would give addi- 
tional cause for congratulation that the re- 
cent accident to the Charleston’s steel beams 
at San Francisco proves of much less im- 
portance than was feared. Probably our 
steel manufacturers cannot count for the 
present on any very extensive orders for 
armor from transatlantic Governments, but 
that the possibility should be already dis- 
cussed shows the progress effected, consid- 
ering that until recently our own Govern- 
ment was obliged to send to England for 
the forgings even of its 8-inch steel guns. 





Mr. BouTeLLeE of Maine apparently re- 
gards himself as the author and owner, or 
at all events the residuary legatee, in Con- 
gress of the sectional issue.

The special committee appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce to confer with the 
municipal authorities about pavements has 
rendered a sensible and vigorous report 
upon ths subject. Its conclusions will be 
generally accepted. We ought, the com- 
mittee consider, to spend very much more 
money on pavements than the maxi- 
mum now allowed by law; this 
money ought to be spent in carrying 
out an intelligent system of paving, modi- 
fied according to the nature of the traffic 
that the streets to be paved have to bear re- 
spectively, and there should be much more 
stringent regulation than now prevails 
of the excavation in streets after 
they are paved. These propositions 
are all very familiar to the readers 
of THe Times, and indeed they are 
sufficiently obvious, though before Gen, 
NEWTON’sS time they were regarded as 
dangerous heresies in the Department of 
Public Works. Now that the Chamber of 
Commerce has taken up the subject, and 
that its committee finds the Commissioner 
of Public Works entirely in sympathy with 
it, there seems a prospect that New-York 
may within a few years be relieved from 
the most conspicuously disgraceful failure 
of its municipal administration. 

THE SAME OLD GAME. 

Whatever the intention of Senator VED- 
DER may bein again introducing his Liquor 
Tax bill, there is no question as to what 
the effect will be. It will produce an an- 
tagonism between his taxing scheme and 
the high license plan of regulating and re- 
stricting the liquor traffic, which is calcu- 
lated, if not intended, to defeat one or both 
measures. It is not desirable that the experi- 
ence of the last session in dealing with this 
subject should be repeated. Some bill 
should be passed honestly intended to ef- 
fect a restriction upon the traffic in intoxi- 
cating liquors and not for the purpose of 
having it vetoed and all action defeated. 
It should be in a form -to present the real 
issue squarely and leave no pretext for any 
member of the Legislature to oppose it or 
for the Governor to refuse his approval 
on grounds that have no relation to that 
issue. The issue is not one of taxation 
and revenue from the sale of liquor, but of 
a restriction of the sale, a more perfect con- 
trol over the business, and a diminution of 
the number of saloons and consequently of 
their power for mischief, not only upon the 
habits of the people, but upon their political 
action. Incidentally a taxing measure 
might produce a part of the effect, but it 
does not afford an appropriate means of 
dealing with the whole subject, and it would 
stand in the way of the success of the High 
License bill, 

A measure the primary object of which is 
restriction and regulation comes within the 
scope of the police power, and the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 





States makes it plain that the Legislature 


has authority to frame it in any way that is 
reasonably adapted to the end in view. It 
may be adapted to the different conditions 
of more or less populous communities and 
may take into account the greater or less 
evil occasioned by the sale of bever- 
ages of different kinds. It can classify 
the places to be licensed to any desira- 
ble extent and modify the conditions under 
which licenses are granted to meet the re- 
quirements of the main purpose, which is 
to curtail recognized evils without inter- 
fering too much with recognized rights. In 
short, a high license system may have a cer- 
tain elasticity and adaptability which is 
outof the question with a mere tax law. 
The High License bill which is to be urged 
upon the Legislature at the present session 
would apply with absolute equality through- 
out the State; except so far as local author- 
ities were left to give it greater or less 
stringency, according to the local demand. 

Mr. VEDDER has modified his bill with 
the professed object of meeting the ob- 
jections made to that of last Winter, but he 
has not accomplished that object. While 


he has fixed the general rate of the tax at 
$100 for all places holding first-class 
licenses—that is, licenses to sell all kinds of 
liquors—his, bill provides that in places 
having 10,000 inhabitants or more $5 
shall be added for every 10,000 of 
population, which would make the 
tax in this city at least $700, while it 
would be $145 for a place of the 
same character in Albany. The main 
difference between the two cities in respect 
to the liquor traffic lies in the number of 
places at which liquor is sold and not in the 
size of the places or the amount of business 
done by each. The discrimination is made 
absolute by the bill itself, and leaves no 
discretion to local authorities. Itis an in- 
equality out of plave in a tax law, and 
would, leave practically untouched the 
Governor’s strongest objection to the Vedder 
bill of last year. : 

Another objection to the former bill was 
the provision that the tax should be paid 
into the State Treasury. Mr. VEDDER meets 
this objection nuw in the same evasive way 
that he does that of unequal taxation. His 
bill provides that the proceeds of the tax 
shall be paid into the general fund ‘for 
State purposes.” If, as probably would be 
the case in this city, the amount exceeded 
the city’s quota of State taxes, still the 
whole amount would go to the State for 
the relief of other counties more lightly 
taxed. The source of the tax that is to go 
from the city for the support of the State 
Government isa matter of indifference to 
the city so long as itis not required to pay 
more than its share, and on the same condi- 
tion it would be a matter of indifference to 
the State. Butan unequal tax intended to 
make the city contribute more than its 
share to the State revenue is open to the 
same objection that was urged against the 
bill of last year. In fact this bill is free 
from neither of the principal objections to 
the old one. 

We predict that if this bill should be 
passed it would be vetoed by the Governor, 
and we suspect that it is introduced with 
that expectation. If that should be the re- 
sult there would be no more capital in it for 
the Republican Party than there wasin 
the similar performance of last Winter. 
Moreover, if the bill is used to antagonize 
and defeat the High License bill, which 
seems to be a part of the intention, it would 
leave the Republican Party responsible 
for another failure to do anything 
for the restriction of the liquor traffic 
in this State. If the High License bill, on 
the other hand, is passed and the Governor 
sees fit to veto it, then the responsibility 
will be with him and his party. The Re- 
publicans may as well face this question 
fairly. We should be glad if it could be 
dealt with without being made a party 
question at all, but the Republicans cannot 
afford to be placed in the position of defeat- 
ing by indirect means all efforts to put the 
liquor traffic nnder more rigid restriction. It 
would be a great gain to them if they would 
cast aside this defective and objectionable 
taxing measure and take a stand squarely 
for high license. 


MR. LAMAR FOR THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

The nomination of Mr. Secretary LAMAR 
to the Supreme Court is ene that could be 
fairly criticised. Whether or not it was the 
best that the President could make under 
all the conditions that he felt called upon 
to observe is a question that is open to dis- 
cussion. Undoubtedly, Mr. LAMAR is the 
most distinguished of Southern men from 
whom a selection was likely to be made, 
both as to the reputation he has richly 
earned for probity, integrity, and inde- 
pendence, and for the evidence his long 
career has afforded of exceptional ability. 
It is not probable that the choice of any 
other man would have given so much satis- 
faction to the perfectly natural and legiti- 
mate pride of the people of the South in the 
recognition of the merits of their own repre- 
sentatives. Moreover, the President had 
had ample opportunity to become intimate- 
ly acquainted with the Secretary, and in 
his case could rely on that personal judgment 
to which he justly attaches much value, and 
to which experience has taught the public 
to give great confidence. 

At the same time, it is obvious to those 
who consider Mr. LAMAR’S qualifications 
carefully that whatever may be his relative 
merits, he is far from being an’ ideal Judge. 
His age, though not in itself a serious ob- 
jection, since other men asold have made 
excellent Judges, is against him when we 
consider that his duties would be almost en- 
tirely novel, and that the most supple mind 
does not master new and difficult tasks 
readily at 60 and past. His habit of mind, 
though he has shown himself candid 
and conscientious, lacks the penetration 
and the original force that are 
as valuable, and it «may be said 
as essential, to the efficient Judge as im- 
partiality. He has not the reputation of 
being very learned in the law or even of 
possessing that command of its principles 
and its history that makes a Senator an 
authority on questions of the Constitution. 
Finally, though he has proved himself capa- 
ble of achieving remarkable and almost 
heroic independence of the prejudices 
and the passions amid which he 
has passed his _ life, and with 
which he has at times felt some 
sympathy, yet the school in which he was 
trained, the point of view to which ho has 
been accustomed, the associations by which 
he has been surrounded, may without in- 
justice and with entire respect to him, be 
regarded as not fitting him, if they do not 
distinctly unfit him, for the work of a Su- 
preme Court Justice at the present time 
and for the half score years which he 
would have to serve. 

Had opposition to the confirmation of his 
nomination been made by Republican Sena- 
tors, or by the Republican journals, on the 
grounds to which we have referred, or on 
grounds as reasonable; the fact would not 
have been discreditable to his opponents, 
and the opposition we may add would have 
been quite as likely to be successful. But 
the grounds that have been avowed for the 
opposition that has been made are not merely 
narrow, unreasonable, and untenable, but 

also unpatriotic and mean. They amount, 
in substance, to this: That Secretary 
LaMAR is disloyal in spirit to the Constitu- 


tion of the “United ‘States, and that he is 


committed to the view that the war amend- 
ments to that instrument are not valid or 
binding. The first of these charges, or in- 
‘sinuations, is based upon an inference’as to 
certain remarks attributed to him regarding 
JEFFERSON DAVIS, and as to the display of 
the flag at half maston the Interior Depart- 
ment Building on the occasion of the death 
of a former Secretary who was a particu- 
larly odious rebel. Neither inference sus- 
tains the belief that he is disloyal, and both 
are to be explained by his personal re- 
lations in the past to the men in- 
volved. Mr. LAMAR’S opinion as to the 
treason of Davis or as to the character 
of THOMPSON, cannot for a moment be con- 
sidered to outweigh the manly and unquali- 
fied declarations of fidelity.to the Consti- 
tution made in the most public manner and 
with the utmost disregard of possible un- 
favorable consequences to himself. The 
charge that Mr. LAMAR does not believe in 
the validity of the war amendments to the 
Constitution rests on his refusal to vote for 
a resolution declaring them binding, but 
also approving a body of legislative acts in 
no way a part of the Constitution and since 
declared to be contrary to it by Republican 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 

if the attacks on Secretary LAMAR were 
confined to the minor organs of the Repub- 
lican Party and to the shallow-pated poli- 
ticians that flourish in the caucus of the 
Republican Assemblymen, they might be 
explained by the ignorance of those who 
make them, and overlooked on account of 
the insignificance of their authors. But 
when these attacks are approved directly or 
indirectly by Republican Senators of the 
United States it is time te recall them to 
some sense of their duty. Unfortunately, 
there is no complete means of finding out 
exactly what Senators may do in executive 
session in this matter, or how far they 
may lack the audacity to be as ignoble in 
action as they make themselves out to be in 
sentiment and intention. Butif Mr. LAMAR 
is rejected in secret by the Republican ma- 
jority their motives will be understood. If 
these motives be really honorable, the only 
course for them to pursue, to escape the con- 
demnation of all honest and patriotic men, 
is to consider and act on the nomination 
with open doors.

TRADES UNIONS AND KNIGHTS. 

The striking miners lately in the employ 
of the Reading Railroad Company will com- 
mit a serious mistake if they allow them- 
selves to make common cause with the 
strikers employed on the railroad. It seems 
that they have begun to make this mistake. 
It is reported that their representative, with 
the representative of the railroad men, 
called upon the ** General Executive Board” 
of the Knights for the purpose of 
having both strikes officially approved 
by that body and made a national 
matter. The result of such an approval 
would be an excommunication of the Read- 
ing corporation, so far as the Noble and 
Holy Order could manage it, from all human 
intercourse. No Knight would buy anything 
of it or its officers or sell anything to it or 
them. He would not take passage on one 
of its cars or ship freight over its lines. 
He would not even buy or consume any- 
thing that had been polluted by being 
transported over its roads. 

This is what a general boycott means, 
and surely it has been tried often enough 
during the last two years to convince the 
thickest-headed Knight of Labor that there 
is nothinginit. It isa simple enough prop- 
osition that the fewer men quit work the 
easier it will be for the rest to take care of 
them in idleness, but it has not been mas- 
tered by this wonderful organization. It 
takes the ground that inasmuch as ‘‘anin- 
jury to one is the concern of all” “all” 
should “show their power’ by throw- 
ing up their situations and _ their 
wages when “one” is discharged or 
has his wages cut down. The result 
of acting on this policy has now appeared, 
and the latest instance of it is the dissolu- 
tion of an assembly of Knights in New- 
Hampshire, which a year ago numbered 
800 members and which now numbers 68, 
the rest having left in disgust, abandoning 
their contributions, amounting to $4,000, 
which the faithful 68 have just voted to 
distribute among themselves. What work- 
ingman with sense enough to dig a ditch 
would take the risk of bearing his part of the 
expense of any strike that might be organ- 
ized, not merely by the foolish persons in his 
own trade, but by the foolish persons in any 
other trade whatsoever? 

Thisis the essential distinction between 
the Knights and the trades unions, this and 
the fact that a trades union is supposed to 
be an organization of men who have ac- 
quired some skill in a special industry, and 
whose places cannot be filled at a day’s no- 
tice with any unemployed men who can be 
found on the street. The miners ought to 
be a trades union and look after their own 
interests without attempting to take charge 
of the universe. They will do a particular- 
ly foolish thing if they allow their strike to 
be put upon the same footing with the 
strike of therailroad men. They havea case 
which, whether it be meritorious or not, is 
at least plausible and presentable, whereas 
the railroad men have not the pretext of a 
case. The miners resent the reduction of 
their wages, and demand a restoration of 
the rate under which they worked up to the 
beginning of the year. The railroad hands 
demand that their employer shall not do 
business with certain persons, although 
their employer is bound by law to do business 
with whoever offer him business. The Read- 
ing Company must refuse this demand. It 
must equally refuse any demand which in- 
volves a compliance with this demand, even 
though it might wish to concede the other 
demand if it were presented by itself. If 
the miners make common cause with the 
railroad hands they cannot accept a sepa- 
rate settlement, whereas their only chance 
of getting a settlement satisfactory to them- 
selves is in making it. separate. The com- 
pany is bound in self-interest, in honor, and 
in law to resist the demands of the railroad 
men. Why should the miners throw away 
their only chance of a redress of their own 

grievances by uniting them with those of 
men whose grievances are no grievances at 
‘all? If the General Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor were fair and sensible 
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men, like Chief ARTHUR of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, this is what it 
would say to the miners. But fair and sen- 
sible men are not likely to be found among 
the officers of the Knights. ¢ 
FOLLY IN POLITICS. 

Certain persons who are at present direct- 
ing the course of the Republican Party 
should be reminded that the young men 
who will this vear for the first time take 
part in a national election are not fools. 
New voters who have not yet tied them- 
selves to a party may look for honesty and 
consistency in the recent record of a party 
which asks for their support. But if those 
now in command of the Republican Party 
shall continue to guide it, will new voters 
find either in the record of that organization 
as regards the tariff ? f 

What has been the party’s attitude to- 
ward revision and what is its attitude now ? 
The party in its National Convention 
four years ago characterized the Adminis- 
tration of President ARTHUR as “ wise, con- 
servative, and patriotic.” That Administra- 
tion had repeatedly urged a revision and a 
reduction of tariff duties. After the sham 
revision embodied in the act of 1883 had 
been made, Secretary Fo.GEeR pointed out 
the failure of the act*to cause the con- 
templated reduction and said: ‘So the 
question still presses, What legislation is 
necessary to relieve the people of un- 
necessary taxes?” Reduction should be 
made, he added, on articles entering into 
general consumption as necessaries, “on 
raw material rather than upon manufact- 
ured.” In 1884 President ARTHUR said in 
his message that even if all the internal taxes 
except those on spirits should be abolished 
‘* the revenues that will remain to the Gov- 
ernment will, in my opinion, not only 
suffice to meet its reasonable expenditures, 
but will afford a surplus large enough to 
permit such tariff reduction as may seem to 
be advisable.” Do intelligent young men 
forget that contemporary report of Secre- 
tary McCuLLocn in which he exhibited the 
defects of the tariff, and recommended 
‘that the existing duties upon raw materi- 
als which are to be used in manufacture 
should be removed,” and ‘‘ that the duties 
upon the articles used or consumed by those 
least able to bear the burden of taxation 
should be reduced ?” 

The record of that Administration, whose 
policy was ‘‘ wise, conservative, and patri- 
otic,” was favorable to a reduction of tariff 
rates. The National Convention which so 
described that policy also made the follow- 
ing declaration: ‘The Republican Party 
pledges itself to correct the inequalities of 
the tariff and to reduce the surplus.” Here 
was @ promise that the tariff should be re- 
vised if the Republican Party could cause a 
revision to be made. Will the new voters 
forget that promise or fail to compare it 
with the present avowed determination of 
the party’s leaders to prevent such a re- 
vision? 

Does any one doubt that President Ar- 
THUR, if he had been re-elected, would have 
urged revision and reduction with great 
earnestness? Mr. CLEVELAND has simply 
done what a Republican Chief Magistrate 
would have done if the ‘“‘ wise, conservative, 
and patriotic” Administration of President 
ARTHUR had been continued for a new 
term of four years. It is puerile politics 
for party leaders to repudiate their party’s 
avowed policy simply because a Demo- 
cratic President has taken it up. If 
revision and reduction were needed 
four years ago are they not need- 
ed now, when the average annual ad 
valorem rate paid on imports (which was 
4215 per cent. before the so-called revision 
of 1883) has risen to 47 per cent., and the 
problems presented by the accumulating 
surplus press for solution? If the present 
leaders of the Republican Party suppose 
thatnew voters are to be deceived by the 
ery of ‘‘ British free trade” so long as they 
canread Mr. CLEVELAND’s message, the ut- 
terances of the last Republican Administra- 
tion, and the party’s proclaimed pledges, 
they have been bereft not only of political 
foresight but also of common sense. 

The course of legislation at Albany this 
Winter will depend very much on the com- 
position of the committees, which are to be 
made up by Mr. Low for the Senate and by 
Mr. Coxe forthe Assembly. There is fair 
ground for confidence that Mr. CoLE will 
endeavor to make the best use of the mate- 
rial at his command, but Mr. Low has not 
always pursued such a course as to afford 
an assurance of that kind in hiscase. He 
oughtto realize, however, the responsibility 
that rests upon him and the effect likely to 
be produced by a bad record in the Senate 
due to the distribution of power over legis- 
lation. Noman whose character or reputa- 
tion lays him open even to the suspicion 
of jobbery or of sacrificing public interest 
to personal or party schemes should be put 
at the head of any important committee. 
Not only public interests but real party in- 
terests would be best served by a record of 
good legislation and freedom from jobbery 
or attempts at jobbery, and this cannot be 
secured with inveterate jobbers in places of 
influence on committees. 

One of the latest and least commendable 
of pension-hunting projects proposes that 
officers of the army and navy retired by rea- 
son of wounds or disabilities incurred in 
the service shall receive the pensions pro- 
vided for such wounds or disabilities in 
addition to their retired pay. This scheme 
is said to have originated in the fertile 
brains of claim agents; but whatever its 
source it will doubtless find not a few op- 
ponents throughout the army and navy, 
and even among the very persons who 
would reap its benefits should it become a 
law. Retired officers in this country are 
treated under the statutes with a liberality 
as marked as itis judicious. A project like 
the present calls attention—which in some 
quarters will be made invidious—to the 
fact that volunteer officers are compensated 
under the pension laws by a few dollars a 
month for the same sort of wounds and 
other disabilities which bring to regular 
officers of the same rank scores and hun- 
dreds of dollars a month. There are good 
reasons why theregular army officer retired 
for wounds should receive three-fourths of 


the pay of his grade, but to demand pen- | 


sions in addition might react a little 
against the retired list. It is wise to let 
well alone. 


Mr. WiLtt1aM Potts, the late Chief Ex- 


aminer of the State civil service, has been 


reappointed to his former position of Secre- 
tary of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion, which he resigned when, very reluct- 
antly, he accepted the post of Examiner. 
As some of the spoilsmen’s organs have 
misrepresented Mr. Potts’s conduct at Al- 
bany, it is as well to say that during the 
few months that he was engaged with the 
Civil Service Commission he demonstrated 
his energy, fidelity, and sound practical 
judgment. He won the cordial respect of 
all those officers of the State and municipal 
civil service who desire to carry out the 
reform law and the flattering hostility of 
those who wish to evade it. The new Com- 
missioners, thanks largely to Mr. Portts’s 
industry and intelligence, will find the 
work of their office in excellent shape, and 
will have no difficulty in carrying it for- 
ward with all the success they can desire.

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THE REPUBLICAN LEAGUE. 


MOVEMENT TO ENCOURAGE POLITICAL 
CLUB WORK. 


ALBANY, Jan. 5.—Representatives of the 
Republican League of the State of New-York 
met here to-day to perfect plans for the organi- 
zation of clubs in every county of the State. 
They were President R. R. Hefford of Erie 
County, Vice-Presidents William H. Bright of 
Oneida. F. A. McAlpin of Westchester, and W. 
R. Weed of St. Lawrence, Treasurer George 
Kenneth of Kings, Secretary James B. Lebmaier 
of New-York, and these members of the Execu- 
tive Committee: Chairman James W. Hawes of 
New-York, C. S. Hood of Seneca, Major E. 0. 
Farrar of Onondaga, William 8. Cogswell of 
Queens, W. A. Pierson of Saratoga, George R. 
Malby of St. Lawrénce, A. H. Carman of Suffolk, 
Charles H. Moore of Clinton, M. Jesse Brayton 
of Oneida, C. M. Smith of Richmond, Philo Dp, 
Beard of Erie, Dr. E. F. Babbage of Monroe, E. 
B. Walker, Jr., of Ulster, Charles W. Lansing of 


Essex, Dr. M. Cavona of Madison, and W. D. 
Painter of Broome. The counties not represent- 
ed were Westchester, Warren, Albany, Yates, 
Niagara, Ontario, Livingston, and Rockland. 

Each man present made a statement concern- 
Ing the condition of the Republican organization 
in his county. It was the general opinion, based 
upon this exchange of views, that the condi- 
tions Were extremely favorable to the organiza- 
tion of clubs, especially in the rural districts. 
Secretary Lehmaier reported that 32 clubs had 
already joined the State League, and that com- 
munications had been received from enough 
others to warrant the prediction that from 70 
to 80 clubs would be enrolled before the end of 
the month. The President of the National 
League, James P. Foster of New-York, made an 
address, in which he discussed the present eon- 
dition and the future prospects of league work 
for the Republican Party. Some sugvestions as 
to the metnod of procedure for State leacues to 
adopt in co-operating with the National League 
were referred to a committee. 

The American Protective Tariff League, which 
one of its Secretaries, Mahlon Chance, explained 
was non-partisan, offered through Mr. Chance 
to provide the literature of the gospel of pro- 
tection if the State Republican League would 
distribute it, and the offer was accepted. The 
allurements of a high tariff will thus be laid be- 
fore the workingman, the farmer, and the clerk, 
To the Sub-Executive Committee, which wili 
comprise 11 members, 7 of whom are officers 
of the State League, was left the preparation of 
an address to clubsinforming them of the best 
methods of organizing. 

A series of rules for the guidance of the 
Executive Committee were adopted. These es- 
tablish the headquarters of the State League in 
New-York, fix quarterly meetings for the com- 
mittee, give the Secretary all power over the 
records, and provide a Sub-Executive Commit- 
tee, which is practically the head centre and the 
mauaging body of the whole thing. One rule 
says: “The naming of clubs after living persons 
not of national reputation, is discouraged.” As 
fast as clubs are organized ip a county they are 
reported by the member of the Executive Com- 
mittee representing that connty, and their qual- 
ifications are passed upon by the Sub-Executive 
Committee, The Treasurer is placed under 
$1,000 bonds to discourage his going to Canada 
inthe midstof aheated campaign. The Sub- 
Executive Committee is prohibited from ineur- 
ring any expense beyond the amount in the 
treasury.

Wealth paid its tribute to Poverty last 
night, and the bright side of life was made all 
the brighter that some of its overflowing 
radiance might fall upon the dark.

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FIRE IN 1HE NAVY YARD. 


A LOss OF $70,000 IN THE EQUIPMENT 
BUREAU. 

Officers and marines of the navy yard 
were thrown into 4 state of excitement at 12:45 
this morning by cries of fire. They sallied out 
in a state of undress uniform, and, with 
buckets, patls, and a few short ladders, 
went to work to put it out. It had started in 
the Navigation Building in Warrington-avenue, 
in the second stury of the south end, 
and Had originated in some offices where 
the plans for the new war vessels 
to be built in the navy yard were 
kept. Admiral Gherardi turned out, and thought 
that his own men, with their rather lim- 
ited fire apparatus, would be able 
to extinguish the flames. The cold wind 
that blew over the yard caught the 
the flames and whirred them upin the air mer- 
rily, however, and soon the Admiral and ths 
other officers in the yard saw that they could 
not check its progress, and an alarm was rung 
out for the Brooklyn Department. The District 
Engineer, on arriving, did not stop to dally with 
it, but sent out a third alarm call. 

The whole southerly end of the building blazed 
up in sheets of flame and made a fine spectacle 
for passengers crossing in the bridge oars, 
and the whole neighborhood of the yard 


Was aroused by the rattle of engines 
and lurid sky, and gathered around the walls in 
great excitement. Marines guarded the gates, 
however, and would not allow spectators in. 
They did not want te let the firemen in, even. 
The building is used for the Construction, 
Navigation, Ordnance, and Equipment Depart- 
ments. The offices of these Departments are in 
the two lower stories, and above there is some 
storage room. The building is 250 long by 75 
feet wide, and is chopped into small rooms on 
the inside. 
The 1oss, 


which will probably amount 
to $70,000, 


consists of navigation in- 
struments, valuable drawings and designs, 
and various articles used in the 
Construction Department. The bnilding 
will probably be their quarters if not entirely 
destroyed. It is three stories high, with an attic. 


SUNK OFF JHE 


A PILOTBOAT RUN DOWN BY A BRITISH 
BARK, 

San Francisco, Cal, Jan. 5.—About 8 
o'clock last evening the pilotboat Theodore H. 
Allen was run into and sunk by the British 
bark Sir William Wallace, at a point nine miles 
southwest of the Golden Gate. The accident 
occurred during a squall, and at the time 
of the collision the war of the clements 
was at such a height that the men on the watch 
on the Allen did not know that a bark was near 
them until two or three seconds before the 
crash. Thatno lives were lost is due partly to 
the seamanlike conduct of Capt. Brown of the 
Sir William Wallace and to rare presence 


of mind on the part of the pilots. 
They had no time to do anything except to swing 
the main yard around. Two of the crew of the 
pilotboat clambered aboard the Wallace by 
means ef the forerigging. Pilot Barbour 
and one of the crew got into the yawl towing 
astern. Pilot Rogers and the remaining mem- 
bers of the craw managed to get the remaining 
yawl, which had been lashed to the deck, into 
the water, and hurriedly left the Allen. 

As soon as the collision occurred the Captain 
of the Wallace hove to, and picked up the men 
in the yawis. By the time Capt. Barbour was 
hauled aboard the boat which he had been on 
swamped, and the seaman in it was picked up 
by Capt. Rogers on the other yawl Twenty 
minutes after the collision the Allen sunk tn 22 
fathoms ef water, the accident having occurred 
southeast of Point Bonita. The Allen was val- 
ued at $12,000, and was insured for $5,000. 
The loss of the Allen leaves but three pilot 
boats belonging to this port. The Wallace is one 
of the old class ships, being built of East India 
teak, and was formerly in the China and East 
India trade.

GOV. AMES SWORN IN. 


POINTS IN HIS MESSAGE TO THE MAS- 
SACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 5.—The House and 
Senate met at 11 o’clock this morning, and the 
two branches went into joint convention at 12 
M. Gov. Oliver Ames and Lieut.-Gov. J. Q. A. 
Brackett were sworn in and qualified in the 
presence of the Legislature and many guests, 
among whom were Mayor Hugh O’Brien, ex- 
Govs. H. P. Banks, George S. Boutwell, and 
George DL. Robinson. The oath of office was 
administered by the Hon. Halsey J. Boardman, 
President of theSenate. Gov. Ames then read 


his message, which occupied 26 minutes. He 
was interruptéd several times by applause. 
Gor Ames’s message is very brief. 
tinancia: estimates for 1888 contemplate a 
deficit of $1,718.619 89, and in view of this 
the Governor recommends tle strictest economy 
in the making of appropriations. He suggests 
the passage of alaw requiring the calling in of 
the books of all depositors in savings banks at 
atated times for examination,which would allow 
a comparison of the books of depositors with 
those of the banks, and thus one means of 
fraud would be taken from .bank officials, that 
which consists in entering one amount on the 
book of a depositor, and crediting that de- 
positor with a smaller amount on the books of 
the bank. The cost of the public schools for 
the year was a little more than $7,000,- 
000, and more than 350,000 children 
attended the institutions. The Governor 
views with alarm the placing of many children 
in private schools, and says that the relations of 
the State to private schools are not well defined, 
and little control over themis possible. He 
recommends the enactment of laws tu further 
insure the safety of railroad bridges and protect 
saosin trom fire in cases of accident. The 
aw abolishing contract laborin the prisons of 
the State has not yet been fairly tried. [It was 
passed last year to prevent the competition of 
convict iabor with free labor, butit should be 
borne in mind thatif the convicts earn nothing 
toward their support, free labor has ultimately 
to pay all their expenses, and if the 
convicts use up material, which, after if has 
been manipulated by them, becomes unsalable, 
free labor must pay forthatalso. Arbitration 
of labor questions in the name of the State has 
been successfully practiced during the year, 
proving its efficacy as a means of allaying fric- 
tion and quelling strife between capital and 
labor. Gov. Ames renews his recommendation, 
‘“‘as an act of simple justice,” for the enactment 
of a law securing municipal suffrage to women. 
He suggests a high-license law for the liquor 
traftic, and that the fees paid for licenses be 
turned into ‘the State treasury, so as to remove 
the temptation to permit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors for the purpose of increasing the city or 
town revenue.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


TO REDUCE MILEAGE TICKETS. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 5.—The Illinois 
Central has started the bail rolling among the 
roads in the Western States Passenger Associa- 
tion. It has always been claimed that the with- 
drawal of the roads from the association would 
not result in any change or demoralization in 
Tates so far as the St. Paul roads were concerned. 
What the Alton michtdo would not, it was 
Stated, cut any figurein the course of the St. 


Paul lines. But the Iilinois Central gave notice 
this morning of a change in mileage tickets 
which will probably result in 1,000-mile tickets 
being soltt on all St. Panl roads at 2 cents 
per wile, as against a two-and-one-haif cent rate, 
which is at present in force. This covers the 
territory from Sioux Falls to New-Orieana. Be- 
tween Chicago and Sioux Falls the [llinois Cen- 
tral and O:naha has six points in common, while 
most of the other roads in Southern Iowa also 
have points in common with the Illinois Central. 
The result is that these roads have no alterna- 
tive fur saving their business except to come 
down to the two-cent rate made for the Illinois 
Central. What affects the Omaha affects all the St. 
Paul lines from Chicago, so thatitia probably the 
first result of the withdrawal from the associa- 
tion, which will be a reduction in mileage rates. 
The General Passenger Agent of a St. Paul road 
said this morning the Ilinois Central's action 
would have an effect on all the roads, but just 
what he couldn’t tell. 

At the managers’ meeting called for Jan. 11 
itis understood that there will be some reorgan- 
ization of the association. Very little power will 
the association possess with a line in each direc- 
tion acting as its management wills,regrzrdless of 
any of the rules which have heretofore been al- 
most insulticient to Keep the association in har- 
mony. 
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MANITOBA FARMERS COMPLAIN. ' 

Str. Paur, Minn., Jan. 5.—The Northern 
Pacific officers are daily receiving complaints 
from the farmers of Manitoba of their inability 
to ship wheat to Eastern Canada via the North- 
ern Pacitic Road. For some time past the Do- 
minion Government has refused to grant Cus- 
tom House certificates allowing the wheat to be 
bonded through the United States. The North- 


ern Pacific has, by request of the Manitoba 
farmers, extended the line exactly to the bound- 
ary and prepared to putin a side track running 
parallel with the boundary and with the side 
tracks on the American side, while a ware- 
house has been constructed on the Canadian 
side, from which wheat can be loaded into the 
cars. The intentionis to have the warehouse 
bonded and wheat shipped direct to Eastern 
Canada. Application has been made several 
times to the Government at Ottawa to instruct 
the customs officer at Emerson to issue the nec- 
essary certificates, but these applications have 
regularly been shelved and the farmers are 
wroth. While there is nothing to prevent the 
Manitoba farmers marketing their wheat in Min- 
neapolis or Duluth, the duty of 15 cents per bush- 
el seriously interferes with the profit of such 
a trausaction. There is little doubt but that the 
matter will be called to the attention of the 
United States Government and an effort made 
to straighten things out. Wheat has never been 
taken from Manitoba to Eastern Canada via the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba, for the rea- 
son thatthe rates quoted by the latter have 
been prohibitive to the traffic. This road 
claims that it could never get rates from East- 
ern lines that would make the business possible. 


RESTRAINING THE BOARD. 
OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 5.—This morning an 
injunction was served on the State Board of 
Transportation, issued from the Circuit Court of 
the United States, in favor of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company. The answer day is set for 


Feb. 8 before the Judges of the Circuit Court 
of the United States in Omaha. The injunction 
orders the board to desist from making, issuing, 
serving, or Inany manner aitempting to make 
orenforce any order or decree reauiring the 
opening of the grade and embankment of the 
road between the village of Waterloo and 
Elkorn Station, and from making, fixing, estab- 
lishing, or in any wav to make or on- 
force rates of tariff on freights or pas- 
sengers over the Union Pacific or 
Omaha and Republican Valley Roads, whether 
inter-State or domestic, and from inany way 
interfering with the rates and tariffs charged by 
the read, The bill filed, on which the injunctioa 
is asked, states that the fixing of rates on the 
road and the changing of grades and embank- 
ments are subjects within the exciusive juris- 
diction of the Federal courts and the Federal 
Congress. 


THE ORDER TO BE DISOBEYED. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 5.—The order of the 
Minnesota Railroad Commissioners touching the 
matter of sleeping car berths has not amounted 
to very much upto this time. It has,in fact, 
been entirely ignored by the sleeping car com- 
panies. Whether or not anything further will 
be done in the matter is a question of doubt. 
There is no way to test the matter until some 
passenger occupying a lower berth with a va- 
cant one above him asks to have the upper one 
closed. Whenrefused he can make his com- 
plaint to the Commissioners and open up the 
way forafight. Until that 1s done the order 
will be disobeyed. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 


The Western railroad companies have raised 
the basis of their share of passenger rates from New- 
York to San Francisco from $50 te $60 on limited 


tickets. This will cause an advance of $10 in the 
through rate, taking effecton Jan. 15. Nevertheless 
the through rates to Portland, Oregon, will be re- 
duced $5. 


The following is the statement of the Pitts- 
burg and Western Railway Company for the month 
of December, 1837: Miles operated, 367; gross 
earnings, 1887, $159,833; 1886, $152,406; increase, 
$7,430. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 5.—The New-England 
Railroad people, failing to secure the land necessary 
for their proposed terminal improvements at a rea- 
sonable figure, to-day served notices on some forty 
property holders to appear before the Railroad Com- 
inissioners Jan. 18 and show canse why the land 
should not be condemned. The company alxo wants 
three cross streets closed so as to avoid crade cross- 
ings. Opposition will be made by the property 
holders. There is a prospect of considorable litiga- 
tion. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 5.—The freight rates 
on iron and steel have been reduced by the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association from 21 cents to l7%and 
15 cents for points westof Pittsburg. The reduc- 
tion is in the nature of a surprise to the mann- 
facturers, as it was entirely unexpected. They 
were given to understand that the rates would be 
increased about 10 ver cent., and for the past few 
days have been shipping all the iron and steel possi- 
ble to take advantage of the rato prevailing. The 
schedule is to Chicago and East St. Louis. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—The only happening in the 
Western freight war to-day was the action of the 
Alton in making a consbiuation to reach Toijedo and 
other Eastern points in competition with the 
Wabash, and at rates 10 per cent. under the latter 
road. Tne action threatens to make tronble in the 
Central Traffic Association, as the Wabash will 
withdraw unless the Eastern line connecting with 
the Alton is discipiined.

A NEEDED NUTMEG CHARITY. 
MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Jan 5.—The leading 
ladies of this city have organized a movement 
for the establishment of a State nursery for de- 
pendent and destitute children under 2 years of 


age, By a peculiar limitation in the legislative 
enactment of 1883 babes under that age are 
rigidly excluded from the orphans’ homes which 
each county throughont the State is required to 
maintain, and no provision is made for the sup- 
port of the unfortunates. The wife of Post- 
master D. Ward Northrop is President of the as- 
sociation of ladies having the affair in charge. 
They hope that with the funds they now have, 
supplemented by a legacy of $5,000 from the es- 
tate of the late Capt. Joseph Hendley and by 
such other contributions as may be secured, they 
will be able to establish anursery and place it 
on a solid basis. Such an institution, admitting 
children from all parts of the State, will be a 
notable addition to the charitable organizations 
of Connecticut.

DEATH OF AN OLD ACTOR, 


THE TWO CAREERS OF WILLIAM HENRY 
CHIPPENDALE. 

W. H. Chippendale, the actor of old men 
in the old Park Theatre, New-York, and the 
old Haymarket, London, died in London 
yesterday aged 87. “Old Chippendale,” our 
grandfathers called him. He was the “old 
man” of the stage, as John -Gilbert was, 
in bis youth He was the Mr. Chippen- 
dale of the old Park Theatre in New- 
York from 1836 till the house was burned in 
1848, In 1853 he returned to England, and 
nearly four decades of American theatregoers 


have known him not. Once ina while his name 
has come back to an old graybeard as a dim 
memory of the past, as of something long since 
passed away. Chippendale was 52 years old 
when he went back to England, after a long 
term of successful professional service in the 
United States; yet he took up his work there 
with all the vigor and entbustasm of youth. 
That is nearly 35 years ago, and for nearly 10 
years he has been living in recirement. 

William Henry Chippendale was born in Lon- 
don in 1801. He was educated for the stage by 
his father, an actor himself, and was often seen 
in public performances as a child. In 1819 he 
made his first appearance at Montrose, in Scot- 
land, as David in “‘The Rivals.” He acted in 
the Scotch “circuits” until 1836, when he ac- 
cepted an offer from Mr. Stephen Priee, man- 
ager of the Park, and came to America. Here 
for 17 years he occupied the place in the esteem 
of New-York playgocrs since held successively 
by William Rufus Blake and John Gil- 
bert. He was Sir Anthony Absolute, Sir 
Peter Teazle, Sir William Dorrillon, Lord Ogle- 
by, Poionius, Adam, Brabantio, Adam Winter- 
ton and Mr. Simpson. His repute in those parts 
was of the highest. When Blake came to be the 
“first old man” of the New-York stage he had 
to contend with the prejudice of old playgoers 
who thorght his best work inferior to Chippen- 
dale’s. Yet Blake died full of years and honors 
along while ago. Mr. Chippendale was also 
highly esteemed in other American cities. 

Returning to England Mr. Chippendale made 
his first appearance on the stage of his native 
city at the London Haymarket, March 28, 1853, 
as Sir Anthony Absolute. He remained at that 
theatre 20 years. He ‘‘created” there the parts 
of Lord Betterton in “Elopements in High 
Life,” Hill Cooley in Bayle Bernard’s “* The Evil 
Genius,” Colepepper in Tom Taylors ‘The 
Overland Route.” Simon Ingot in Robertson's 
** David Garrick,” Fox Bromley in “‘ The Favorite 
of Fortune,” by Westland Marston; Dr. Vivian 
in Tom Tayior’s ‘* A Lesson for Life,” Bunny in 
Tom Taylor’s “ Contested Election,’’ Dumont in 
Marston’s ‘‘A Hero of Romance,” Vavasour in 
Taylor avnd Dubourg’s ‘“‘New Men and Old 
Acres.” He also acted there, among many other 
parts, Sir Francis Gripe, Sullen in ** The Beaux’ 
Stratageuw.’’ Malvolio and Lord Duberly in “ The 
Heir at Law.” In Mr. Irving’s first elaborate 

reduction of ‘‘Hamlet” at the London Lyceum 

‘hippendale was Polonius. In 1878 Mr. Chip- 
pendale gave a series of farewell performances 
‘previous to his retirement from the stage.” 

The Mrs. Chippendale who acts Martha fn Irv- 
ing’s “Faust” is the old actor’s second wife. 
She was Mary Snowdon, a popular member of 
the Haymarket company, and she married Mr. 
Chippendale in 1866. Frederick W. Chippen- 
dale, a well-known actor of old men on our 
stage, who used to be attached to Mr. and Mrs. 
Conway's Park Theatre in Brooklyn, is a son of 
» Old Chip.” 


CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—Mrs. Chippendale, the 
wife of the old actor, could not be seen 
to-night. Mr. Irving and members of his 
cenyeny did not know of the old man’s 
deat till told by the correspondent of 
THE Tres. They said it was not unexpect- 
ed. Few of them knew Mr. Chippendale person- 
ally, his work having practically ended before 
theirday. Mr. Irving, however, called to mind 
an interesting fact connected with Mr. Chip- 
pendale’s life, which wasthat he was employed 
y Sir Walter Scott to carry to the printer the 
manuscript of ** Waverley.”

MISS CAMPBELL CONTINUES HER STORY 
OF A LOVE THAT WAXED AND 
WANED IN MR. ARBUCKLE’S BREAST. 

If the general admission had been fixed 
at $l per head, with the usual extras for re- 
served seats, there would still have been a 
crowd yesterday to listen to Miss Clara Camp- 
bell’s continuation of the story of how “ Baby 
Bunting” Arbuckle made her his ‘‘ Buunie” in 
the Spring of 1882, and, two years later, de- 
serted her uader alleged stress of bronchial 
treubles, malaria, and an enlarged liver. Half 
an hour before the court room door was opened 
the passageway infront of it was choked with 
intending spectators, and when admission was 
granted the rush for front seats was irresistible, 
and the court attendant, who tried to stay the 
eurrent, was carried bodily across the room ard 
lodged up against the, far wall before he had 
time to open Lis mouth and give voice to of- 
ficial indignation. 

Plaintiff and defendant arrivedearly and were 
admitted to the court rocfi by the Judge's pri- 
vate entranee. Both looked careworn and 
weary. Miss Campbell’s eyes lacked the flash- 
jing light which had animated them during the 
more stirring phases of the previous day’s ex- 
awination, her cheeks were paler, and her lips 


closed with a more determined look than ever. 
Mr. Arbuckle by no means presented the joyous 
and playful appearance that 18 supposed to be- 
long to the typical “ Baby Bunting.” He looked 
uncommonly uncomfortable before the hearing 
was begun, and while it preceeded his expres- 
sion deepened into one of complete disgust at 
the unfortunate predicament in which a com- 
bination of tenderness of heart and enlargement 
of the liver had placed him. Both, however, 
were determined to fight to the last, and, though 
their eyes seldom met, when they did it was to 
hurl defiance and scorn at one another, — 

Miss Campbell was on the stand during the 
entire day, and Mr. Parsons, who was as studi- 
ously and politely proveking as usual, subjected 
her to a severe cross-examination. During the 
ordeal she revealed first, that she is a woman of 
no little intellectual force; second, that she has

Nearly all the letters belonged 
to that painful period when Miss Campbell had 
fully satistied nerself of her lover’s perfidy and 
was submitting her correspondence with him to 
the careful scrutiny of a lawyer friend of her 
father’s. Mr. Parsons was particularly anxious, 
and devoted considerable time to the attempt to 
secure from the plaintiff an admission that Mr. 
Arbuckle had vever sent her a written refusal to 
fulfill his engagement.

‘*‘ There are many Gifferent ways of refusing,” 
cried Judge Fullerton, as he leaped to his feet in 
defeuse of his client. 

Considerable stress was laid by Mr. Parsonson 
the absence of a letter, numbered 86, in Miss 
Caimpbell’s bound collection of copies of letters 
sbe had received from Arbuckle, and great ex- 
pectations were disappointed when Mr. Rush- 
more produced it and it was found that the only 
Rfalient fact it contained was that the writer 
pleaded in it the enlarged liver as an additional 
reason why he needed rest trom business and a@ 
journey in foreign lands, with implied abandon- 
ment for the time being of his matrimonial in- 
tentions. 

Miss Campbell had nofaith in thatkind ofcure, 
and among the many reproaches which she cast 
upon him for his indiffereuce was one which read: 

I now believe, that you do not intend to marry 
me. I have been loya}in my affection foryou. What 
more canI say? I send you love, kisses, embraces— 
fond embraces. Yours devotedly, BUNNIE. 

This was in answer to the following: 

NEW-YORK, Dec. 7, 1883. 

DEAR BUNNIE: Your note did not reach me in time 
yesterday to send you aremittance, which I do now. 
Why do you hide and keep such matters from me? 
You say pawn. What in the worid do you mean? 
« * * J ecannotand will not tell you on paper what 
has kept me here. * * * Of course I would like to 
see you, and hope to have that pleasure ere 
long, but how soon I cannot Dow say. 
* * * JT would like to have a very plain 
talk with you. I am surprisedto think that you 
could not get what was coming to you. Why did 
you not sooner tell me of your suspicions and disap- 
poeintments? I do not like youto withhold such 
things from me. You certainly require a guardian, 
not a wusical deadbeat crank. I take put little 
stock in the profession save when on the stage, and 
that but forthe moment. * * * I mustclose, with 
h’s and k’s until [ see you, and remain, b. B 


Miss Campbell stated{that when she found the 
clouds closing in around her she took into her 
coutfidence as afriend W. A. Hutchins, a legal 
adviser of her father, who at her request regis- 
tered a letter which she wrote Arbuckle early 
in January, andin reply to which she received 
the following: 

NEW-YORK, Jan. 10, 1884. 

CLEAR BUNNIE: I was telegraphed for very unex- 
pectealy to return by my brother, who was ill, and I 
Was not well enough toreturn, and but for my ill- 
ness T would have seen you on Sunt2y before New 
Year’s, On my return I found your note awaiting 
me of Dec. 18, which you sent to Portsmouth to be 
mailed. * * * Imagine my surprise in seeing the 
uvuame W. A. Hutchins written across the face of the 
envelope, not in your handwriting, but by some 
D— F. Why is it that you should send a let- 
ter to Portsinouth for mailing by any one, and have 
them write their name across the face of the en- 
velope? I do not know what to think. * * * I 
Want an explanation in full from you why you so 
act, Which annoys me not a little, and why did you 
not use that certificate of deposit which [ sent you? 
Do you tor a moment think I would see you pawn 
your qoweiry, as you said you would or might have 
to do! and yet you hesitate to accept my offering. 
But, Bunnie, it made me red hot to see some fool 
write his name across the face of the envelope. 
* *« * IT mustclose with h’s and k’s. B, Ss. 


She sent the following explanation, which fully 
apprised Arbuckle of the fact that the lady was 
in the hands of her lawyer: 


SATURDAY, Jan. 19, 1884. 

DEAR BAPY: You have had time to choose our mar- 
riage day since you received my letter, and I expect 
you todo so immediately. Your actions*are inex- 
plicable tome. Now I hardly know what your in- 
tentions are. The facility with which yon find ex- 
cuses for not coming here is remarkable. Your 
check will be used. 

Mr. W. A. Hutchins is a-friend of my father’s, 
gray-headed and a grandfatner. who kindly regis- 
tered my letter for me, and, according to law, wrote 
his name on it. I can see no reason why you delay 
our warriage. With hugs and kisses, yours truly, 

BUNNIE. 

The following description of his ills did not 
shake the lady’s determination to hold him to 
his contract: 

NEW-YORK, Feb. 17, 1884. 

DEAR BUNNIE: Bunnie, my stomach, with that of 
malaria and bronchial troubie, has been all and 
more than I could well bear for the past two years 
and makes me blue. J} am not and have not fora 
long time been able to retain a good breakfast on 
dinner. I dofeel thatI have been upset, and yet 
our business has been such that I have of necessit 
been compelled to remain at my post. * * * 
have hidden this from you for months. I am blue 
and have been blue, and I am completely broken 
town. You doubtless have thought it very strange. 
But, Bun, I have not had any snap. Now, Bun, 
when am Ito hearfrom you. * * * [am blueand 
must close, with k’s and h—gs for Bunnie. 

Now, Bun, what can 1 dofor you? Your notes are 
very short and cold, and not as you used to talk to 
me. Whyis it? Are there others that you— I 
will not ask the question. Oh, Bunnie, I am worried, 
If L could rest my head on your lap and have a good 
cry I imagine I would feel better. Do you know I 
havea heart? But your notes would indicate that I 
have not. Iam blue and sick, aud, with hgs kgs, 
must close and remain your K. M. Q. 

A final and very cold letter signed ** B” and 
beginning plain ‘Bun’ was the last of the in- 
terestins series, After its receipt, according to 
the theory of the defense, Miss Campbell de- 
termined upon suing Arbuckle, cashed a five- 
hundred-dollar check which he had sent her 
some time previously, and came on to New-York 
to engage counsel. Some of Mr. Parsons’s 
severest questioning was aimed to secure the 
admission that she had realized upon the check 
solely for the purpose of bringing the suit, and 
had this in mind while writing Bim affectionate 
letters. 

‘*You showed all the letters you received about 
this time to your lawyer Mr. Hutchins?’ Mr. 
Parsons asked. 

‘He was not my lawyer. Ineeded some one 
to guide me and I put my trust in him.” 

After the lady had dried the tears which flowed 
after this admission, Mr. Parsons asked: 

“And the $500 which Mr. Arbuckle sent you 
shortly after your father failed was used in 
bringing the present suit.” 

“With regard to the money’—Miss Campbell 
repliea with scorn in her voice and tire flashing 
from her eyes. 

_ “Yes, the money. It’s money you're after 
-sn'tit? This suitis for money, I understand.” 

The strain was a severe one, but with a strug- 
gle Miss Campbell gained full self-control ana 
answered through her tears, “I did not use the 
money for that purpose. I came te New-York 
to endeavor to haveasettlement of the affair 
with Mr. Arbuckle.” 

The best point scored by the defense during 
the day was in forcing the witness to an admis- 
sion that she considered Arbuckle to be danger- 
ously ill. This was accomplished by quoting 
from a letter she wrote to Mr. Hutchins, in 
— she expressed a fear that Arbuckle might 

e. 

“* But he looks remarkably healthy just now,” 
Judge Fullerton suggested. concentrating the 
gaze of the audience upon the defendant, who 
made a lamentable failure of an attempt to 
smile jocosely and assume an air of indifferenee. 

* Is it not a fact, then, that knowing him to be 
ip a possibiy dying condition, and without 
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waiting for him to come to New-York from 
Allegheny City. you began this suit for breach 
of promise ?” asked Mr. Parsons, 

“He had so often promised to marry mo and 
failed to keep lis word that I did not believe 
him.” 

* But you began the sult?” 

“ Not until the June following.” 

“Ts it not true that in his letters Mr. Asr- 
buckle expressed a desire to talk with you?’ 

‘Yes; but he never intimated that our mar- 
riage was the subjeet he wanted to talk about.” 

* Did you not use the $500 you received from 
Mr. Arbuckle in coming to New- York in order to 
bring this suit?” 

«J didn't come here for that purpose.” 

**Miss Campbell, have you any objection to 
occasionally answer one of my questions?”

MAYOR HEWIIT IURNED OUT. 


CITY HALL SO UNHEALTHY THAT HE 
SEEKS NEW QUARTERS. 

Mayor Hewitt has been looking up tempo- 
rary quarters for the city’s Chief Magistrate pre- 
paratory to turning his roams in City Hall over 
to the plumbers, sewer builders, gas fitters, car- 
penters, painters, and renovators. The report 
upon the sanitary condition of the City Hall last 
week by President Bayles of the Board of Health, 
saying that the conditions described by Iuspect- 
ors Hooper and Napier were very bad, demand- 
ing immediate and careful attention, and declar- 
ing that any postponement would involve risk 
to the lives and health of the occupants, has 
started an active movement about the depart- 
_— looking to a correction of the existing 
evils. 

The City Hall was built long before the old 
Manhattan Water Works were coustructed and 
without avy reference to water supply or drain- 
age. Arain-water cistern out in the southwest 
ecrner of the Park furnished water for fire pur- 
poses, and drinking water and toilet water were 
supplied by means of the primitive bucket. 
Such a thing as a sewerage system was an un- 
thought of matter. The walls were built solid 
and thick, and when they came to be pierced for 
steam heating apparatus several years ago were 
found hard as granite and exceedingly difficult 
te work. The existing sewer and drain pipes 
are said to be arranged in as near defiance of all 
sanitary rules as was possible. Itis aseries of 
patchwork, part brick, part iron, and part clay. 
Ratholes and loose and broken joints abound, 
and sewer gas permeates the whole building. 

At its last meeting the Common Council 
ordered the Commissioner of Public Works to 
make such changes and improvementsin the 
drainage, plumbing, and ventilation of the City 
Hall building as would be necessary to put the 
building in proper sanitary condition without 
delay, and releasing the Commissioner from 
the usual requirementof 30 days’ advertising 
for proposals. Accordingly, Superintendeat W. 
G. Bergen of the Bureau of Repairs and Supplies 
yesterday set a number of his men at work mak- 
ing the surveys preliminary to designing a new 
and complete system of piumbing, drainage, and 
ventilation, in whicn the various parts shall 
bear some relation to each other, and the whole 
shall form asystem adequate for all sanitary 
requirements. 

The work will necessitate the practical turn- 
ing over of the entire building to thecontractora 
for over a month, during which time many of the 
offices will be practically uninhabitable, Mayor 
Hewitt accordingly took time by the foreiock, 
and went in search of quarters to which he 
could transfer the scene of his daily acts of states- 
manship when the mechanics come with noisy 
saws aud hammers to overhaul and rearrange 
his present offices. His investigations were con- 
fined to the Stewart Building, where 
there are several vacant offices, and where 
he found sume that he could temno- 
rarily put up with. The city pays Judge 
Hilton in the neighborhood of $54,000 a 
year for offices for the Controller, Aqueduct 
Commission, and other departments, and it is 
not supposed that he would make the temporary 
occupancy of some of his vacant rooms by the 
Mayor and perhaps a few other municipal of- 
ficers very expensive to the city.

THE OLD DOMINION’S NEW SHIP. 

The Old Dominion Company’s new steam- 
er Manteo left Wilmington, Del., for Norfolk, 
Va., yesterday and witl be putin commission 
Monday. Sheis a splendid craft, costing nearly 
$100,000, and is an acquisition to the coast 
service. She is of iron, 204 feet long, 26 feet 
beam, and 18 feet deep, including an upper 
freight deck of 8 feetintheclear. She has a 


saloon with accommodations for 28 first-class 
and 24 second-class cabin passengers, and can 
carry 1,000 bales of uncompressed cotton with 
only six feet draft. Sheisascrew steamer with a 
compound engine having a high pressure of 17 
inches, and a low pressure of 34 
inches. Herstrokeis 28 inches. Two boilers 
and 100 pounds of steam are expected to propel 
her 12 miles an hour without an extravagant 
consumption of coal. She was built by the Pusey 
& Jones Company, and is named after the 
capital of Dare County, N. C. which was 
the first placesettled on Roanoke Island, in Nag’s 
Head Township. The Manteo will be com- 
manded by Capt. Thomas M. Southgate of the 
steamer Pimlico, which is to be relegated to 
the fishing trade. The newsteamer will ply be- 
tween Norfolk, Washington, and New-Berne.

THE SUBWAY BOARD'S WORK 


ite elds otic 
OVER 14,000 MILES OF WIRE 

ALRRADY PROVIDED KOR. 

THE RESULT OF SIX MONTHS’ WORK BY 
THE COMMISSION—POLES AND WIRES 
THAT HAVE BEEN REMOVED. 

The Board of Electrical Control, which is 
charged with the work of placing the telegraph, 
telephone, and electric light wires of this city 
under ground, will meetin the Mayor's office at 
noon to-day to discuss and adopt the first an- 
nual report of the commission since its réorga- 
nization under the Snbway act of 1887. The 
board consists of Mayor Hewitt, ex officio; 
Jacob Hess, President; Theodore Moss, Secre- 
tary, and Daniel L. Gibbens. A committee of 
one, consisting of Commissioner Gibbens, was 
appointed at the last meeting, on Dec, 22, to 
draw up the annual report to be presented to 
the Governor and Legislature, and the result of 
his work will be submitted to-day for approval 


by the board. The substance of the report, 
which details the work of the commission dur- 
ing the season just closed, THE TIMES is in a posi- 
tion tu lay before its readers this morning. 

The report reviews the work of the old Subway 
Commission very briefly and explains the rela- 
tions of the construction company Known as 
“The Consolidated Telegraph anda Electrical 
Subway Company” to the board. Thia company 
is simply authorized to build the subways de- 
signed by the commission and to rent space in 
them to the electric companies on fair and 
impartial terms, to be approved by the board. 
The Department of Public Works has full con- 
trol over all excavations made by the company, 
and its protits are limited to 10 per cent. on the 
money actually invested, any excess going to 
the city, and its books and accounts are subject 
at all times to inspection by the Controller. The 
commission considers that every safeguard for 
the interests of the city has been provided in its 
contract with the Construction Company. 

The work of building subways was resumed 
as soon as the new board was organized, in July, 
1887, and at the close of the working season 
last month 189,918 feet of trench had been ex- 
cavated for the laying of subways. Of single 
ducts for telegraph and telephone service 903,- 
180 feet had been constructed, besides 4,050 feet 
for distributing service and connections to cen- 
tral stations. The average capacity of each duct 
is estimated at 80 wires, waking the total ca- 
pacity of the subways for telephonic and tele- 
graphic service 72.254,400 feet, or about 
13,700 miles of wire. For are lighting and 
power service 254,250 feet of single duct 
have been laid, capable of accommodating 
nearly 500 miles of wire, and for incandescent 
lighting 186,745 feet of conduit has been 
built, carrying 560,235 feet of conductors. Itis 
claimed, on the strength of these figures, that 
the capacity of conduit already provided in this 
city by the Board of Electrical Control is consid- 
erably greater than is now provided in any other 
city in the world,*so far as the board isinformed, 
and that notwithstanding the great difficulties 
surronnding the work in this city, which has a 
greater mileage of wire than any other, and 
where the conditions of underground con- 
struction are certainly as great as elsewhere, 
the conversion of the present overhead to an 
underground system of wires will be accom- 
plished, to a very great extent, at least, in the 
immediate future.

On all the streets where conduits have been 
constructed the companies whose wires have 
been provided for have been notified to remove 
their poles and wires from the surface within 
90 days, andif they do not comply with the or- 
der ample provision is made in the law by 
which the logal city authorities may proceed to 
remove the obstructions. The Western Union 
Company has already about 500 miles of wire 
lu the conduits, the Metropolitan Telephone and 
Telegraph Company has about 1,000 miles, and 
the Edison Company more than 100 wiles un- 
der ground. These companies, with the Brush 
and others, are preparing to enter the conduits 
at many points, andif the local authorities act 
energetically with the commission when the 90 
days of notice has expired, many of the streets 
mnust necessarily be freed soon from the danger- 
ous and unsightly pole systems. 

The actual number of poles already removed 
from the streets as a result of the work of the 
board is 217, of which 127 were on the east 
side of Third-avenue, from Forty-sixth to One 
Hundred and Tenth-street; 75 0n the east side 
of Ninth-avenue, from Seventh to Fiftieth 
street, aud 15 on Filty-fifth-street, between 
Second-avenue and the East River. About 500 
miles of wire has been tuken down, 
17 wires on the east side of Third- 
avenue, from Forty-sixth to One Hundred 
and Tenth street; 12 on Avenue A and 
First-avenue, from Fifth to Fifty-tifth street; 
47 on Fifty-tifth-street, from Tenth-avenue to 
the North River; 160n Eleventh-avenue, from 
Fifteenth to Fifty-fifth street, and 155 on Sixth- 
avenue, from Twentieth to Fifty-eighth street.

‘Many wore poles could have been removed had 


the wires of the Fire and Police Departments 
been provided for by the city authorities. The 
board has no control over these wires, and can- 
not order down the poles supporting them. 

Very little progress has been made by the 
board in making and enforcing regulations for 
the continuance of the wires overhead where 
this is necessary, either before the subways are 
completed or in connection with them after 
they are built. The board has adopted some 
rules to minimize the danger from electric light 
wires, but owing to the lack of inspectors, who 
cannot be employed until some certain provision 
for their paymentis made, few improvements 
have been made In the condition of the overhead 
system, and little attention is paid by the com- 
pene to the rules and regulations established 

y the board. 

The board has constructed subways in different 
localities differing greatly in design to accom- 
inodate the wants of the companies and tbe nat- 
ure of the locality. The commission holds that 
liberty of choice under certain restrictions 
should be liberally accorded to the companies 
for whose service the subways are intended, and 
it has acted on this principle. In the matter of 
additions to the conduits for the purpose of mak- 
ing local connections this same liberality has 
been shown, the board allowing the Con- 
struction Company to furnish whatever the 
several companies desire for themselves from 
the manholes to the points desired to be reached. 
A system of inspection of the subways and the 
wires Within them and their maintenance free 
from moisture and gases is being devised; but 
in this as in other matters the board is seriously 
hampered by the uncertainty of the payment of 
inspectors, should it employ them. This doubt 
as to the payment of its expenditures is a con- 
tinuous detriment to the efficiency of the boara. 
The collection from the electrical companies of 
the money for the expenses of the board has pro- 
ceeded so slowly that now arrears of pay are due 
to the officers and employes of the board from 
January, 1887, while other accounts are out- 
standing for debts contracted even before that 
date. A liberal appropriation is therefore sug- 
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gested to enable the employment of competent 
nspectora to classity the overhead wires with a 
view to thetr being placed in proper condition, 
and lo snpervise the subways and the wires 
within them, and also to enable the fulfillment of 
obligations to the officers, efuployes, and credit- 
ors of the board, 


HOIST WITH HIS OWN PETARD. 


THE GRAND JURY TALKS 


ABOUT MR. BACKUS, 


The long-expected presentment of the 
Kings County Grand Jury was handed into 
Judge Moore in the Court of Sessions, Brooklyn, 
yesterday. There was a big crowd present to 
hear what the result of the investigation into 
the charge made by Foster L. Backus that 
bribery had been attempted by a member of the 
Board of Education was to be. Great disap- 
pointment was shown when the clerk had read 
the first half of the presentment and no allusion 
to Backus had been discovered, but the fourth 


‘“*whereas” fullv satisfled every expectation. 
It recounts Mr. Backus’s charges and continues: 


“Mr. Backus testifies that Mr. William B. Mande- 
ville, ateacher in oneof the public schools of this 
city. made a written statement to him to the effect 
that he was offered a position in one of the schools 
for money, and also made averbal statement that 
the story could be corroborated by another witness, 
but Mr. Backus has failed to produce this evidence 
before us. Mr. Mandeville testifies that he never 
made such a statement, and that all statements 
written or signed by him were made at the request 
of Mr. Backus and dictated by him. He also swears 
that he has no knowledge whatever of any such 
transaction as referred to by Mr. Backus. He states, 
however, that in 1879,in the city of New-York, a 
stranger by the name of Scofield made some remarks 
10 him that money would be needed to procure a 
position as teacher in a public school. The Grand 
Jury have heard the testimony of nearly 200 wit- 
nesses, anditis their belief that both Mr. Backus 
and Mr. Mandeville should be censured, the former 
for making such a public statement without the 
positive proof of the truthfulness of the same, and 
the latter for not publicly making known the falsity 
of the charge. 

“This Grand Jury in dismissing this case fully and 
unanimously exonerate the Board of Education.” 


The Grand Jury recommended that the testi- 
mony of Mr. Backus and Teacher Mandeville be 
given to the press, and manifold copies of it 
were issued. Mr. Mandeville was asked about 
the truth of Mr. Backus’s claim that he was 
acting as Mandeville’s counsel, and he said that 
he went to Mr. Backus’s office on Wednesday 
lastand there signed a letter in which he re- 
ferred to Mr. Backus as his counsel. He did this 
atthe request of Mr. Backus, who said that 
there was trouble about the matter before the 
Grand Jury and he wanted to be in a position 
to refuse to answer questions about Mande- 
ville. The witness never saw Mr. Backus be- 
fore last Wednesday and was never told by him 
that the original statement was to be used dur- 
ing the recent political campaign. The letter 
claiming the relation of counsel and client was 
dictated by Mr. Batkus and signed upon his ad- 
vice by the witness, who promised to pay Backus 
a counsel fee in return for services asa lawyer 
if any were found necessary. 

Mr. Backus, after being relieved from his 
pledge of secrecy to Teacher Mandeville, was re- 
called and stated that he first heard the*story 
from alady who visited his office. She was a 
client, apd Mr. Backus refused to give her name 
He denied dictating the statements signed by 
Mandeville, but admitted that he might have 
“inspired” some of the sentences. He did not 
know that the proposition made to Mandeville 
pes made in 1879, and supposed it was of recent 

ate. 

But the Grand Jury’s work did not end witha 
censure of Mr. Backus and Teacher Mandeville. 
The fifth clause of the presentment went 
further, and called attention to several features 
in the mismanagement of the public schools 
which deserve consideration. After alleging 
that the criticism’ are not refiections upon the 
present Board of Education, the presentment 
goes on to say: 


‘*The most obvious of the weaknesses to which 
we allude is the appointment and dismissal of teach- 
ers by the various committees known asocal com- 
mittees. The evils resulting from the system are 
manifest to every intelligent observer. It not only 
fails to select the most available teachers, but it has 
been the occasion of scandals, which have lessened 

ublic confidence in the board and in the schools. It 
s our belief that the time has come for the entire 
abandonment of the present plan of appointing 
teachers by such local committees, This important 
duty should be intrusted to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction and a standing committee, whose 
action shall be confirmed by the board, and in like 
manner the removal of teachers should.be made by 
the Superintendent tothe standing committee, and 
such removal shall only be for cause and after 
a hearing being accorded and subject to confirma. 
tion by the board.” 


The Grand Jury was dismissed with the thanks 
of the court.

WILL BE TRIED FOR SWINDLING. 

The charges of swindling made by the 
Swedish lad, Frederick Frederickson, against 
W. 8. King and William Moore, Jr., of Alice 
King’s United States Employment Agency, 
were carefully examined into yesterday by 
Justice O’Reilly. King’s was the first charge 
taken up, and his counsel submitted a list of 


claims against the agency made to Mayor’s 
Marshal Byrnes. They numbered 30 and 
amounted to about $80. He said that there 
was no case against his client, that Frederick- 
son was willing to “settle” if all the claimants 
received their money, and that the defendant 
was prepared to satisfy every claim, while he 
denied that he was the head of the agency. 
Justice O’ Reilly would not permit a settlement 
to be made. So the examination went on, but 
it revealed nothing that has not been 
published in THe Times, The defendant 
admitted receiving Frederickson’s money in 
November as a fee for a New-York situation, but 
insisted that he acted in good faith, and that 
every effort was made to carry out the contract. 
Justice O’Reilly held the defendants in $1,000 
each toanswer. J. O’Donnell of 333 Seventh- 
avenue, who went toFlorida believing the rep- 
resentations of the agency, with Joseph Madden, 
Walter Johnson, James Crowley, and Patrick 
McCue, made an affidavit against another of 
Mrs. King’s clerks, and he will be arrested.

AS TO SICKNESS IN SCHOOLS. 

Sanitary Inspector Moreau Morris, who 
is especially detailed to look after schools and 
institutions, called the attention of the Board of 
Health to the fact that he finds that from some 
cause there is always a certain percentage of 


absence from the various schools on account of 
illness of the pupils. This sickness may arise 
from some special unsanitary condition of any 
special classroom, which might be remedied by 
an expert sanitary inspector, or might resuit in 
the order ef the Boara of Health to abandon the 
use of the particular classroom where there is a 
showing of a large percentage of sickness from 
month yto month. If the Principal of each 
department could be required by the Board 
of Education to make a special report to 
it every month of the percentage of 
absences caused by illness of pupils in each 
class, and the same torwarded to the Health 
Department immediately, it could at once be as- 
certained what schools and what particular 
classrooms might bein fault. ‘The suggestions

THE 
SOMEWHAT DIVIDED. 
INDIFFERENT TO REPRESENTATION IN 
THE NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE— 

PAVEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS, 

It was an animated session that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce held yesterday over the ques- 
tion of sending delegates to the National Board 
of Trade at its coming convention in Washing- 
ton, and before the discussion was over it be- 
came plain that there were two parties in the 
Chamber, one disposed to be represented at 
meetings of other bodies, the other inclined to 
let them severely alone. From the Executive 
Committee Morris K, Jesup submitted a commu- 
nication from the National Board, requesting 
that no delegate be sent who could not give his 
whole time to the meetings. This was submitted 
without recommendation, but it was pretty well 
understood that the committee would not be dis- 
pleased if the Chamber sent no delegates, 

Senator Robertson set the bali rolling by a 
motion to withdraw trom the National Board of 
Trade. It stirred up a spirited discussion, in 
which John F. Henry, Col. Conkling, and others 
opposed the resolution, the discussion bring- 
ing out the fact that the Executive Committee 


believed it wise not to send delegates outside 
the city of New-York oneere on purticularly 
special occasions. And after Mr. Henry had de- 
clared that to withdraw from the National 
Board would be a fatal mistake, and that such a 
step would be to notify to the other boards of 
the conntry that the Chamber considered itself 
too good or too feeble to associate with them, 
the whole question was tabled. But the Cham- 
ber will send no delegates to the National Board 
this year. 

From the special committee which has been 
stirring up Mayor Hewitt and Gen. Newton 
about repairing the streets, James H. Seymour 
submitted a report of progress. Boththe Mayor 
and the General have shown great interest in 
the object sought, the maximum allowed by law 
—$500,000-shas been appropriated, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works has promised to 
confer with the committee as to where and how 
this can be best expended, The Truckmen’s 
Association is also with the committee, whose 
report set forth these three conclusions: 


First—That our pavements in the business part 
of this city, upon which its earning power so much 
depends, are yates A inferior to those of other princi- 
pal commercial cities of this and other countries, 
with which we have to compete. 

Second—That the expense of providing an intelli- 

gent system of Parents adapted to the heavier or 
lighter traffic of the various streets would be com- 
paratively small in proportion to the benefits ob- 
tained. From three to five millions of dollars ex- 
pended during the next three years would probably 
do all that is most needed. The interest on five 
millions of dollars at the rate at which the city 
can borrow capital would amount to from $150,000 
to $200,000 annually. It is safe to say that the ex- 
tra wear and tear upon horses and vehicles ocea- 
sioned by our present bad pavements 1s far more 
than this sum, and this, in turn, is exceeded by the 
loss incurred through vehicles having to carry, upon 
the average, one-third smaller loads than they could 
sarry with good pavements. When we add to this 
the great loss of time occasioned by _ bad pavements, 
both in the movement of freight and of passengers, 
the aggregate is something enormous. 

Third—I1t is evident that we must have better 
regulations governing the opening and replacing of 
pavements which is constantly going on for gas, 
water. and steam conuections and repairs and the 
arrangement of railway tracks. Under the best 
municipal administrations of Europe openings in 
the pavement are only made by the city authorities, 
or under their direction, upon the deposit of a suffi- 
cient amount to cover the expense of doing the work 
according to well-settled specifications. Street rail- 
ways are obliged to use grooved rails laid flush with 
the pavement, and in Liverpool street railway tracks 
are ownedand kept in repair by the city, which leases 
rubuing privileges over them to the various street 
car or tramway companies. 


And of the centre-bearing rail the committee 
further says: 


“ The high centre-bearing rail now in general nse 
by our street railways is an outrage upon the rights 
of other citizens. n the beginning many of the 
roads used a less objectionable rail, but with the de. 
sign of making it diflicult and dangerous for other 
vehicles to drive on this partof the street or cross 
it, except at right angles, these high and dangerous 
rails have beon introduced. The accidents, strain 
and wear and tear to all vehicles have thereby been 
largely increased, and must necessarily increase 
with the constant increase of rail mileage. It cer. 
tainly is not too much to ask from those citizens 
who have been given most valuable franchises that 
they shall use a rail which experience in other cithy 
has demonstrated can be done without serious det. 
riment to carriers or to the community.” ; 

Capt. Ambrose Snow’s motion to » * 
gation to the convention of the pnt Aare 
trial and Shipping League in Washington came 
near starting another debate, but a compromise 
was reached by amendment of Seth Low reserv- 
ing to the Chamber the right to indorse the do- 
ines of the convention or not, as it pleased 
William F. Webb, John F, Henry, F. B. Thurber, 
William F, Lyon, and R, C. Calkins will be the 
delegates. Mr. Low called the meeting's 
attention to & communication from the 
Foo-Choo (China) Chamber or Com- 
merce, in which the disastrous effects 
of the heavy export duty on tea were 
set forth. This tax amounts altogether to 4 or 
5 cents a pound, and is ruining the China trade. 
A rearrangement of the duty is to ,be made on 
June 26, and Mr. Low, O. 8. Carter, and Henry 
W. Banks were appointed to eall Secretary 
Bayard’s attention to the facts. A motion to 
éxpress the Chamber's approval of the export 
almanacs now being issued was referred to the 
Executive Committee. On motion of Hugh N, 
Camp a committee was appointed to investigate 
whether it is desiravle for the Government to 
adopt more stringent measures to keep out pau- 
per and Anarchisticim nigrants. Gustay Schwab, 
A. E. Orr, R. T. Wilson, Hugh N. Camp, and 8S. 
W. Fay make up the committee.

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WORK OF THE COFFEE RXCHANGE. 

Treasurer John V. Scott, at the Coffee Ex- 
change’s annual meeting yesterday, in his report 
tor 1887, put the regular receipts for the year at 
$18,246 19.
